Commissioner Hamline then. inquired who

OOSTLY OASE OF JEWELS STOLEN 
FROM FIELD OOLUMBIAN, 


Robbery Takes Place While a Lecture Is 
Going On and the Corridors Filled with 
Sighteeers=P:operty in a Glass Show- 
dase in the Egyptian Roem=—Giass Re- 
ceptacie Is Found Locked, bat a Gold 
Case with the Precious Antiques Gone 
No Clew to the Thieves. 


The Field Columbian Museum was the 
scene of a daring robber yesterday afternoon 
while the lecture by Prof. Penrose was in 
progress. A gold case containing precious 
geins, rare coins, and relics almost priceless, 
owing to their historic associations, was taken 
from a glass showcase in the Egyptian room. 
The glass case was not injured. It is sup- 
posed it was opened with a skeleton key. The 
robbery, according to Guard C. W. Berner, 
whose beat lies past the case, must have taken 
place while the room was full of visitors, but 
there is yet no clew to the thief. 

The loss of the gold case, upon which with 
its contents a money value of $4,000 is 
placed, was discovered by J. B. Goodinan, 
Superintendent of the museum, near closing 
time last evening. The Hyde Park police 
were notified, and Guard C. W. Berner was 
closely questioned. e was certain he had 
been on the alert all the afternoon and that 
nothing could have been taken from the case 
without his knowledge The case was found 
locked, but jewels and coins were missing, 
Guard Berner remembered a young man had 
come fohim at the door of the Egyptian 
room during the afternoon and had said:

HITS THE SILVER MEN 


DAVE BILL UPBRAIDS THEM FOR 
THEIR OURRENOY OONDUCT. 


Democratic Fiatists Condemned for Their 
Obstruction Of Reform<Needs of the 
Treasury Painted in Glowing Colors= 
The Party Urged to Take Immedlate 
Action to Protect the National Credit 
Back of the Brookiyn Strike Broken 
Riotous Acts Commiltted. 


New York, Jan. 26. [Special. Senator 
David B. Hill was tho chief guest tonight at 
the Democratic elub dinner, and he had to in 
duige in a lamentation after the 
viands had been disposed of. His 
chief plaint touched on the needy con- 
dition of the Treasury and the reluc- 
tance of the Democratic majority in Con- 
gress to help the Democratic administration 
He accused the silver 


men of contiauimg the crisis, said their atti- 
tude was unpatriotic, and earnestly implored 
the party in the House and Senate at once to 
take action and not permit the incoming Re- 
publican Congress to get the credit for the 


work. Senator Hill said: 

The country is now confronted with a steadily 
growing deficit in the Treasury, occasioned by a 
failure of recent fiscal legisiation to produce the 
necessary revenues for the needs of the govern- 
ment. The spectacle should no longer be pre- 
sented of a Democratic administration appeal- 
ing to a Democratic Congress for necessary legis- 
lation to secure funds to carry on the govern- 
ment. Why should we put unnecessary ob- 
stacles in the way of our successful 
administration of the government or wait, falter, 
hagyie, or do nothing—and turn over a Demo- 
cratic administration to he tender mercies of an 
incoming Republican Congress for relief? It 
should be granted solely upon its merits as a 
necessary measure of relief toa depleted Treds- 
ury and as an act of justice and propriety from 
a Democratic Congress to a Democratic ad- 
ministration. Whether the moneys neces- 
sary to borrowed should 
raised upon bonds, Treasury notes, 
exchequer notes, certificates, or indebtedness, or 
other means which are usual or may be devised, 
is a mere matter of detail easily adjustable. No 
hostility to the present admiuistration, no politi- 
cal grievances, and no factionai ditferences 
shouid be permitted to retard immediate 
legisiation so indispensable at this time 
for the maintenance of the credit 
and honor of the government. Arbitra- 
rily to refuse such action now un ess 
some legislation for silver shall precede, accom- 
pany, or supplement it, and thereby compel the 
calling of an extra session of a Republican Con- 
gress, is the height of political foily, only 
equaled by the opposition to the repeal of the 
Repablican Sherman law in 1893 and the foist- 
ing of the Populist income tax upon the country 
in 1894. 

In urging temporary financial relief I do not 
forget nor underestimate the importance and de- 
sirability of some appropriate legislation in be- 
halt of monetary reform. We are afflicted with 
too many different kinds of curroncy issued un- 
der diverse and somewhat conflicting statutes. 
The establishment of a permanent monetery 
system adequate for the needs of the 
country seems to be urgently demanded. 
Neither do we forget the fact that the Demo- 
cratic party is by tradition and interest the hard 
money party, the party that believes in the 
money of our fathers, the money of the Constitu- 
tion, money of intrinsic value. In the carrying 
out of that policy the gradual retirement and ex- 
tinguishment of the United States notes com- 
monly known as greenhacks is an important 
if net the first step in the right direction. They 
are not money.“ according to the Democratic 
idea, but only “currency’’ redeemable in hard 
money. They are a debt against the government 
which should be paid and canceled. There is no 
time to be lost. The moneys necessary for their 
payment and extinguishment can be supplied 
through a populer loan, with low interest and long 
time securities. It is difficult to discover why 
the true friends of free bimetallic coinage in Con- 
gress or elsewhere should object to the elimina- 
tion of this Ar currency, which is 
now so generally conceded should be capceled. 
Yet most of the advocates of silver in O@ngress 
with characteristic unwisdom seem to regard it 
as their duty to antagonize every prac- 
tical suggestion in aid of monetary ro- 
form unless it is coupled with the 
full and instant relief which they ‘seek. 
They should be impressed with the fact that 
the goal which they heip to attain can only be 
reached after adequate preparation, revised laws, 
with a full Treasury, and a friendly administra- 
tion. It cannot be done by magic. it will not 
come by miracle. 


It cannot prematurely 
forced. The pathway must be cleared for it. It 
is a business question and it must be solved ac- 
cording to business principies. 

In an cvent. I see ne objection to the suggestion 
of the New York Chamber of Commerce for the 
appointment of a monetary commission repre- 
senting all phases of the financial stion, in 
which the country will have confidenesé, to report 
to the next Congress a comprehensive system of 
national finance. It at least can do no harm; it 
may be productive of much good, 


BACR OF THE STRIKE BADLY BROKEN. 


While There Are Some Disturbances, Cars 
Are Running in Brooklyn. 

New York, Jan. 26.—[Special.]—Green. 
point, in Brooklyn, was disorderly today; 
elsewhere there was comparative quiet. Twen- 
ty-four lines, half the usual number, were 
running 431 cars unmolested, save for an oc- 
casional stone or jeer and epithets for the con- 
ductors and motormen by small crowds as- 
sembied here and there. Two new lines were 
opened, the Hamilton avenue and Tompkins 
avenue, but two lines running yesterday did 
not start today. The 431 cars in motion to- 
day represent 788 used under ordinary con- 
ditions on the same lines. In all about 
one-third of the whole number of cars run in 
Brooklyn were started. President Lewis of 
the Brooklyn Heights system says the strike 
is broken. He*has all the men he needs, he 
declares, although more are being hired. He 
is still willing, he says, to take back old men 
to fill vacancies, but they will receive no pret- 
erenee over strangers. His representative 
declares thirty of the old men are now at 
work, but Master Workman Connolly says 
that statement is false. Président Norton of 
the Atlantic avenue system says he has all the 
men he wants and will not take back any of 
the strikers. - 

From the labor side of the question thin 
look all right. Master Workman Connolly 
says he is not going to call it off. He ad- 
mitted it was a mistake ou his part to order 
the strike at this time of year, when so many 
meu are out of work. He insists tne com- 
panies drove the men to it. According to 
Connolly the strik» managers are busy send. 
ing mew men back home. In the last two 
days 200 have deserted, he says. “I don’t 
care,’ Mr. Connolly cheerfully announced, 
whether the strike lasts twenty days or 
twenty years; I’m not going to call it off.“ 

The wire-cutters let themselves loose last 
night and made merry with the lines every. 
where, but the companies were able to get 
most of the broken wires together. The ab. 
sence of militia from Greenpoint seemed to 
emboiden the turbulent element, and al. 
though the police force was strenghtened 
early in the oe age it was not large enough 
to prevent crowds from forming in various 
etreets and showering missiles at cars, 


Lively Morning Melee. 


The trouble began with snowballing of cars 
by women and boys. As the men began to 
join in the pelting sticks and stones replaced 
the snowballs. A special policeman who tried 
to disperse a crowd was set upon and badly 
beaten. He appealed to fellow-officers for 
help, but they refused to go to his assistance. 

The present victory is with the railroad 
company in the application for a writ of 
mandamus made before Justice Gaynor in the 
Supreme Court. Instead of making the writ 
peremptory in the detision which he 
handed down yesterday he made it 
alternative. This will drag the matter 
over many months. But the railroad 
companies are not out of the woods so 
far as legal proceedings are concerned. In- 
deed, they have just commenced. Tomorrow 
will see the beginning of suits by wholesale 
in almost every court in Brooklyn against the 
officers and directors of the trolley lines. Six- 
teen hundred will be brought ou behalf of the 
strikers under the laws which reguiate the 
working hours on surface and elevated rail- 
roads, :

ESCAPES FROM A FLAMING CAVERN, 


Fearfal Experience of an Oller in a Cable 
Track Vault. 

New York, Jun. 26.—{Special. ]—Under the 
curve of the Broadway cable tracks in front 
of the Lincoln monument, at Fourtcenth 
street and Union square, is a vault 25 feet 
long, 8 feet wide, and 5 feet deep. The ten 
oilers who work there for the cable company 
went away at 5:30 p. m. yesterday, leaving 
Peter Alleman alone, Shortly afterwards he 


| sinelled smoke, and flames soon burst from 


the interior ot the vault in all directions. 
With steps nicely adjusted to evade the 
rapidly revolving machinery in the chamber 
of fire, Alleman found a convenient manhole, 
and ora wled out upon the pavement. A watch- 
man had observed the disturbance of the 
manhole cover in time to prevent a down- 
town cable car from running over Alleman, 
who emerged with hair and eyebrows singed, 
half suffocated, and black from head to foot. 
Through the manhole 4 pillar of dark red 
flame leaped fully twenty feet in the air, and, 
following the curve of the tracks the blaze of 
the oil-saturated waste underneath shot up 
through the slots. Fire engines were sum- 
moned and the flames were subdued. The 
fire is supposed to have started from spon- 
taneous combustion.

They Declare a Case of Sore Throat to Be 
Malignant Diphtheria. 

New York, Jan. 26.—[Special.]—A. A. 
Bonner went to Rochester last week to attend 
a sale of blood horses. Mr. Bonner went out 
in the rain and the wetting he received gave 
him a sore throat. He called in a local phy- 
sician, who looked at his tonsils and gravely 
pronounced ita case of virulent diphtheria. 
The physician notified tne Board of Health 
and told his patient he would 
have to submit to quarantine. This made 
Mr. Bonner desperate. Tho railroad people 
would not let him travel in an ordinary 
car, and he paid $175 fora private car. When 
Mr. Bonner and his Rochester physician 
pulled into the Grand Central Station this 
morning there was an ambulance from St. 
Luke's Hospital to meet him. Dr. Kimball 
made an examination justas a matter of form 
to see how far the disease progressed, 
He was surprised to observe that no diphtheria 
was present.

TRAINS TIED UP BY SNOW IN MICHIGAN, 


Biizeard Breaks Out Afresh and Causes 
Much Trouble. 

Derrorr, Mich., Jan. 26.—[Special. ]—This 
city has had remarkable treatment from the 
weather during the last six hours. At mid- 
night last night it was in the hands of the 
howling blizzard with six inches of snow on 
the ground, the mercury nearly at zero, street 
traffic stopped, and the wind blowing at the 
rate of fifty miles an hour. Four hours later 
the mercury had risen to above the freezing 
point, the snow began to melt, and the gut- 
ters filled with water. At noon today the 
mercury took another plunge and tonight is 
hovering just above zero, with the wind blow- 
ing fiercely. Considerable snow has falien 
and trains from north and west are all report- 
ed from one to three hours late. Reports 
from all sections of Michigan and the entire 
western part of Canada show the blizzard to 
be in absolute control, Trains throughout 
the latter country are impeded by heavy 
snows and are from four to six hours behind 
time, 

Benton Harsor, Mich., Jan. 26.—[Spe- 
ciai. |—The heavy snow of last night, accom- 
panied by gales from the east, shifting to the 
northwest, has successfully impeded and 
thoroughly blocked railroad traffic on ali 
roads in this part of the State.

Records Show All the ‘Trains Are from 
Minutes to Hours Behind Time.

Many broken wires 
wore lying in the roadways and on the sidewalks, 
emitting deadly electric sparks. Had fires 
broken out the result would have been disas- 
trous, for as many as twelve engine-houses were 
cut off at one time. A pole sxty feet long, laden 
with 140 wires, fell with acrash upon a Sixth 
street electrie motor and trailer and caused a 
panic among the eighty passengers, but no one 
was hurt.

Will Aid in the Reform Work. 

This was done by unanimously adopting 
the following resolutions presented by Francis 
Peabody: 

Resolved, That the Commercial club of Chi.

cerity in the support of reform in municipal gov- 
ernment. Be it therefore 

Resolved, That the President of the club be re- 
quested to appoint a committee of three of its 
members who shall, with the representatives of 
other clubs and organizations, appear before the 
proper committee of the General Assembly at 
Springfield and urge the speedy passage of the 
bill for the reform of thecivil service in the cities 
of Illinois. 

President King did not appoint the com- 
mittee last night, but these names will be 
suggested to him: Murry Nelson, A. F. 
Seeberger, and E. G. Keith. 

Mr. Ela’s strong advocacy of civil service 


declared that no political party could win in 
Chicago next spring that would not promise 
to adopt the merit system he was warmly; 
applauded. He saw in the lopping off of 
patronage the destruction of the gang, for no 
candidate could at private expense reward the 
men who are associated with machine politics. 
The efforts which New Yor« and Chicago are 
making each in its own way to secure better 
local government were regarded as signs that 
at last there was an awakening to the serious 
condition into which municipal government 
had been allowed to lapse in the two leading 
cities of the Western world.

These departments have also for 
severaiyears been the acknowledged homes of 
local political 8 hospitals where veterans 
covered with e scars of a hundred ward 
contests may recuperate for the next 
campaign: and the admitted incompetency and 
suspected corruption in these offices bears wit- 
ness to the failure of this system in Chicago. If 
New York should go so far as Chicago for advice 
I believe that this is what it would get—namely: 
Think at least twice before you 2 from the 
frying-pan of boards into the fire of one-man 
power unless you put your civil service under the 
merit system. We have had board system in 
Chicago ; we do not want it again. We are satis- 
now to give the Mayor large power—fully as 
larre as he now has—provided the public service 
is put under the merit system. 


Merit System the Remedy. 


We have many reasons for believing that the 
effectual remedy forthe larger part of the ills 
complained of by both cities is the compulsory 
application of the rule the appointive 
offices shail be filled only by men who have 
passed a competitive examination as to 
their fitness and who cannot be removed except 
for cause. Good municipal government is al- 
most solely a question of fit instruments for car- 
ryimg on the government, and with an active, 
non-partisan Civil Service Commission to see 
that only fit men are appointed and no fit 
man is removed. n the one-man wer is un- 
doubtedly the best. This is the merit system. I 
shall not take your time to show that it isa 
demonstrated success. I shall assume that you 
ed ag mag with the fact that this system has 
Pp to be the basis of all permanent reform in 
the Federal service as well as in all States and 
cities which have adopted it and are enforcing it 
in good faith. There are 195.000 appointive of- 
fices in the Foderal service, 49,000 of which are 
now under the civil service rules. Senator Lodge 
has a bill now in the Sonate putting the Consular 
service and the fourth-class postmasters under 
the same rules. This will make 120,000 in all 
the merit system. 

As you know, a bill has been introducedin the 
present session of our Legislature applying this 
system to every $C in our city govern- 
ment, if we adopt it. At the last session of this 
pogsletare two years ago our local Civil Service 
Reform League made astrong effort to pass a sim- 
ilar bill, and scarcely aman in the Legislature 
dared openly advocate its passage“ Within the 
last few weeks, however, the County committees 
of both political parties in this county have 
adopted resolutions — 4 favoring the passage 
of a civil service reform bill. 

Pardon me for calling attention to the fact that 
civil service reform is in successfal operation now 
in this city, applied to one department of our 
government, the police. The manner of its in- 
auguration is entirely unique in the history of 
civil service reform movement and is a concrete 
argument for the one-man power. It was a vol- 
untary act without waiting for legislation or ap- 

ropriations. The members ok the present police 

oree have submitted themselves to an examina- 
tien as to their fitness to perform the duties of 
their present positions, and those who failed to 
pass will be removed. The competitive examina- 
tion is being applied to all applicants for ap- 
pointment, and the commission is sitting as a 
trial board every week, praventing removals ex- 
cept for cause and making prompt. removais 
when cause is shown. The Lexow committee has 
recommended the Legisiature to pass a bill sub- 
jecting the New York force to an examination 
substantially like that just applied to the Chica- 
go force. 

If Adopted Enforce It. 


While the merit system must underlio all per- 
manent municipal reforms, still it is not enough 
to sitiply pass a law. New York has hada civil 
service reform law for the last ten years, and its 

retentied enforcement in New York City has 

u little less than a farce. A8 defective as 
that statute is, Buffalo has established a good 
city government, and gory a fairly d one, 
under the same law. But Buffalo had public 
sentiment behind it and Brooklyn had Seth Low. 
Without one of these New York City will be no 
better off under its new constitution than under 


the old statute. We must not only pass our bill, 
but we must see that it is enforced “by its 
friends.“ This bill applies only to such cities as 
shall adopt it. If aspeeial effort is made the 
bill might be passed in time for this city to 
adapt it at the election in April next, so that it 
will go in with the new city officers; otherwise 
its adoption would go overto the fall election. 
From the effective entorcement of this law will 
logically foilow, in good time, a law putting the 
county and town service under the same system. 
And then, even if the revenue law shall not aave 
been reformed and towns included in the city 
shall not have been abolished, we shall be re- 
lieved of their principal evils by the application 
of the merit system to the appointment of the 
swarm of Assessors and other town and county 


officers. ‘ ; 

While I am tonight especially calling your at 
tention to civil service reform Ido not want to 
be understood as at all underestimating the im- 
portance of the othe reforms which will be re- 
quired of the present Legislature. The method 
of assessing property for taxation is exceedingly 
bad, and bill as been prepared by 
the Civic 

and inex- 
may 
always open for the adjustment of values 
without interfer with the prompt collection 
of the taxes; the bill will be presented to the 
Legislature and ought to pass. Hills prepared 
in asimilar manner governing the granting of 
franchises, and especially the bill increasing the 
term of the Mayor and prohibiting his reélection, 
will also come before this Legislature and should 
command favorable action. 
While it may seem impolitic to ask for so many 
things in this line at ons session, still many in- 
fluences throughout the country, as well as local, 
are combining this year in the development of a 
strong public sentiment favorable to municipal 
reform which should be taken advantage of 
while itishot. And the reforms I have men- 
tioned are only the prominent, almost the indis- 
pensable ones. There is plenty of small baggage 
which we have to throw overboard anyway. 


Politics Is a Business. 


I have been speaking principally of appointive 
offices; but the elective offices present a problem 
of their own. It is the genera! opinion that in 
our legislative bodies, city, county, and State, 
thers is always a considerable element which is 
there strictly for business which regards legisla- 
tion simply as a source of personal income. Ad- 
ministrations may come and go, but there is an 
uncomfortable impression that these gentlemen, 
who are of all parties, will go on forever. These 
men are patrons of many of the appointees in the 
different departments for whom they have ob- 
tained their situations and upon whom they de- 
pend for compensatory services. The Civic Fed- 
eration is attacking this evil at its roots—namely : 
in the wards and election districts whore the 
gang has its grasp on the primaries—and is open- 
ing &@ campaign which promises to make serious 
inroads in the ranks of these enterprising gen- 
tlemen. But the merit system of appointments 
affects these elective offices almost as directly as 
a intive offices. When appointive municipal 
— — are selected only on their merits bad mea 
will have little inducement to seek nominations 
for the elective offices, The professional legis- 
lator can only be elected by a “gang,” which 
must be compensated for its valuabie services 
out of the spoils—that is, the appointive offices. 
Elective offices which have been shorn of their 
patronage cannot support a gang. The gang will 
cease to exist simply because its means of ex- 
istence will have disappeaved. Probably few of 
these aspirants for legislative honors would at- 
tempt to support a gang out of their own pockets, 
relying upon the prospective profits for reim- 
bursemept. The merit system, therefore, will 
probably clean out this element even before the 
m of granting franchises is put upon a 
proper basis, for, with the ward gangs broken 
up, the citizens of the wards will send their own 
representatives to the legislative body.

Dr. Parkhuret’s Workin New York. 

Let me illustrate my meaning by N to 
the recent Parkhurst agitation in New York 
What did he do? It is true be did a great work. 
Ihave no disposition to belittle it, but after all 
it was simply a work of agitation and exciti 
public sentiment. He found many forms o 
municipal evils in New York, and concen- 
trated and organized uader certain litical 
societies, and, as Dr. Parkhurst said the other 
night, what he aimed at was this organization 
which had become the. ostering lee for evil in 
that great city. He agitated. o agitated from 
his pulpit; he agitated from the columns of the 
daily press. He gathered behind him an eénor- 
mous force of public sentiment. He enlisted in his 
powers the daily press, and then what did ho do? 

The great thi that has been done this year 
has been the election of a reform Mayor of New 

York. That was effected by means of the Repub- 
lican organization of that city. I am myselfa 
non-resident member of the Republican club of 
the City of New York, and of course 1 think 
well of it, do not claim, gen- 

tlemen, that is due the fact 
all Republicans in the City of New York are re- 

formers, or that all reformers in the City of New 

York aré Republicans. The fact was here a com- 

pact political organization of the minority party 
of tne City of New York. That party could not 
elect a Mayor unaided; it could not defeat 

Tammany alone; and therefore it offered iteelf as 

the willing instrument of all the ro- 
formers of New York City who simply 

wanted by means of any political party and any 
organization whatever to elect a Mayor who 
should do away with the old and vicious state of 
things. Andif the Republican party of the City 
of New York, having thus ome the adminis- 
tration party of that city, should in tarn become 
corrupt some future Dr. Parkhurst of that city 
may perhaps appiy to aminority Democratic 
party, and ought to apply. if necessary. in order 
to overthrow the corruption which has become 
vested in a party thus become a majority party.

where he finds a place by petition. Under our 
law aman can become a candidate by petition. 

But the labor necessary to secure the number of 
gy to get a place on the ticket is consider- 
able. 

To Nominate Good Party Men. 

And if Candidate A can secure a sufficient num- 
ber of names Candidate B can secure another suf. 
ficient number of names. The easiest thing, if it 
is practicable, 1s to see to it that the two columns 
of the two principa! parties are filled with candi- 
dates fit to fill the municipal offices of the city. 
And I say ause I believe 
every Republican to vote the 
Republican ticket in municipal 
elections. He oucht not. The anes of scratch- 
ing ought to be a large liberty. But what I 
mean to say is, when we talk of reform move- 
ments, it is easier if we go to work in the right 
way to reform nominations made by the princi- 
pal parties, than to start a new and independent 
movement of citizens for the sake of success at 
one particular election. 

Such a reform, as I understand the motives and 
the purposes of the Civic Federation, is now un- 
der consideration. The Civic Federation is not a 
non-partizan organisation ; or, rather, it is a non- 
partisan organization consisting of partisans, 
And the purpose of that federation, as I under- 
stand it, in connection with the spring elec- 
tion is to try this experiment, which perhaps 
has never been triod by any reform organization 
befcre. Independent movements we have had, 
and we have almost always repented of or re- 
gretted them. They rarely ever succeed. While 
we may have had independent movements we 
want to try now this experimant. They know, or 
they believe, and I belieya that of the Democratic 
party in this city, to which I do not belong, four 
persons out of five—nine persons out of ten, want 
good government for the City of Chicago, A vast 
majority of each party know the difference be- 
tween a good Alderman and a bad Alderman and 
want the good Alderman every time. 

And if the nominations of the principal po- 

litical parties only really express the honest con- 
victions of, I won't say nine-tenths, but three- 
fourths or one-half of the political parties, then 
we should have a Democrat against a Repub- 
lican, either of them fit to fill the municipal 
offices, and if either party so failed in its duty as 
to name a bad candidate, the reform sentiment 
which is now ripe, as Mr. Ela has said, wonld 
insure the election of the other. That experi- 
mont may fail; any experiment may fail; experi- 
ments of independent movements have failed. 
This experiment, at least, is worth trying, and 
the gentlomen around this table, influential men, 
men intereste1 in the welfare of the city, ought 
not only to know, but to remember, and 
to remember every day and every week from now 
to the. spring election, t this organization 
which we cail the Civic Federation has its 
branches organized in every ward in this city 
with that purpose in view. And they depend on 
every public-spirited man, this winter and this 
spring, for one to do his duty by the political 
party to which he may happen to belong, for 
once. 
Every man around this table, I suppose, is a 
Republican or a Democrat. I-see Brother Mason 
over there [laughter], but nearly every man is a 
Republican or a Democrat. If every . 4 
were only once to do his duty, not at election day, 
but before eiection day, by the party to which he 
belongs; if every Democrat in Chicago were to do 
his duty by the party to which he belongs, isn’t 
it absolutely certain that we should have a 
Board of Aldermen and a city administration 
almost ideal? I won't say ideal; I don't say per- 
fect. Wo aro not perfect. Mr. Ela. if he were 
Mayor, might make mistakes, or if he wore Al- 
derman_ might make mistakes. But we should 
have a Board of Aldermen and a city administra- 
tion Me gt eye oa en's the average business 
sense 0 average business-men of Chicago. 
Beyond that I believe we cannot go. 


No Necessity for More Law. 


Mr. Ela has said something about proposed 
amendments to the city charter. Ah, gentlemen, 
it is a very favorite state of mind with a reform- 
er to try to change the laws. Thereis an effort, 
a constant effort, to get a system of laws which 
will prevent corruption, which will execute 
themselves. The thing is impossibie; it is as 
impossible as it is to discover perpetual motion.

CAMPAIGN OF EDUCATION IS COMING, 


Small Points Out Difficulties and 

How to Sur mount Them. 

Prof. Albion W. Small of the Chicago Uni- 
versity then addressed the assembiage. He 
said: 

Gentlemen: It was first a query in my mind 
why I shou!d have been honored by an invitation 
to address the Commercial clubupon this sub- 
ject. lam nota reformer, if by that term we 
mean a man who bas had experience in dealing 
hand to hand with political conditions, with 
ripping machines to pieces and putting other 
machines in their places. I am not even the kind 
of reformer that has done anything to speak of in 
the way of making plans for other workers to 
carry out. I bave used such opportunities as 
Cuicago affords to get myself informed about 
what is going on in public auministrations, but 
that is a very small part of a reformer’s equip- 
ment. * 

The conference held by the Marquette club last 
Thursday evening opened my eyes to the pro- 
priety of having something tosay here on this 
subject. It is perfectly evident that there is 
ahead of us before Chicagocan have a perma- 
nently improved city administration an 
effective campaign of education. This, 
1 take it, is precisely what the Com- 
mercial club would like to see. What can 
the Commercial club, or any element of the com- 
munity, do to get the civic condiuons of Chicago 
improved. There are in American administra- 
tions but two questions: First—Shall the 
American type of — be a machine com- 
of a big national wheel with the interior

cogs moving the smaller State wheeis, 
which in turn operate the  innumer- 
able municipal wheels, 80 that one 


central shaft moves the whole machinery? Or 
shall American democracy be a coilection of 
federative groups of self-governing people mind- 
ing their Own basiness in matters which are their 
own concerns alone. a recognizing their fei- 
low-citizens concerned in other things by co- 
operating for purposes which affect larger cir- 
cles of population in common? 

I assume that as an abstr proposition no 
gentleman herd has any qu in his own 
mind about the desirabiiity of locafself-govern- 
ment on the one hand or of elligibility to and 
tenure of public office on grenade of qualifica- 
tion for the work rather than for party service 
on the other hand. The centralizanon of party 
machinery debauches and peralyzes good gov- 
ernment in every direction. The honest citizen 
who begins by being a Democrat in Chicago be- 
cause he believes inthe policy of the Mayor 
has to twist himself into an unnatural intel- 
lectual and moral condition when he tries to 
adjust himself tothe Democracy of the Gov- 
ernor of the State, and I+ will not undertake 
to characterize the dividing asunder of soul and 
spirit, of joint and marrow, which must epsue 
when he essays to accommodate his already de- 
moralized political and moral conception with 
the Democracy of the chief magistrate of the 
Nation. 

So far as Chicago is concerned, the caso has 
never been so fairly stated than by Franklin 
MacVeagh at the national conference forg 
city government held in Philadelphia just one 
year ago today. Mr. MacVeagh said of Chicago: 
** First, wo have so far as political science 

ne, a model charter. Ve have 
utely undivided power in the Mayor. 
we have the Australian ballot law. Third, we 
do not have the civil service reform law, and 
what is the result? First, our actual government 
has been bad enough, bat not exceptionally bad 


as 


as compared to other cities. Second, our 
City Council, while not a cruel or 
deep-seated sort of Council, has no 
business where it is. Third, as to our 


average Mayors, our one pride is that they have 
always been men of personal integrity; that is 
all we are proud of about them. Fourth, our 
Police Department has for almost all its ex- 
istence been the football of politics. Fifth, the 
Fire Department is out of politics and has beeu 
for many years the best Fire Department 
in the world, Sixth, we have perfect ineffici- 
ency in all minor administrations with proba- 
bly no exception. In short, we have all the de- 
fects of acity government that has no_ ideals 
whatever. Thetroubleis with the indifference 
and neglect of our so-called good citizens. The 
obstacle to the reform of the good citizen is his 
ignorance and his ignorance of his ignorance.” 
I do not believe in the abstract necessity. Per- 
haps experience will show Chicago, like New 
York, must adopt the process of hunting 
down all the personal criminality of com- 
mon officials in order to get a case on 
which Chicago citizenship can proceed. The ob- 
jective point is not this bribe-taking patroiman, 
nor that corrapt Alderman, nor the nogligent 
person who may occupy the Mayor's office next 
year or later. The objective point is the banish- 
ment of the system which disgraces our knowl- 
edge of what a civic system ought to be. 

he men who made Chicago are still alive. The 
spirit of these and of those who are gone is act- 
ive in later accessions to our working force. I 
am proud to beiieve that the energy and the wis- 
dom that lifted our street level above the bo 
will undertake and accomplish the mightier tas 
of lifting our governmental level above the po- 
litical mire. 

The Rev. John Rouse was introduced by 
President King to conclude the discussion. 
He said: 

I have only one word to say; the best way of 
aiding municipal feform is by going to work. 
Public sentiment must be aroused and kept 
aroused. We must emulate the example of that 
greatest of all reformers who lived nearly 2,000 
years ago. The spirit Christ evinced in his self- 
sacrifices is the only adequate and inspiring 
motive that can make the municipal reform 
movement or any reform movement effective or 
lasting.

MISTAKE IN IDENTITY 
BELLIGERENTS ON THE HOBOKEN 
PIER NOT THE NUNNEMAOHERS., 


Correction of Dispatches from New York 
Published in “The Tribune” Jan. 12 
and 13=No Member of the Family 
Named Is Evogaged in the Troubles 
Unintentional Error as to the Persons 
Concerned=—Facts Made Clear in J astice 
to Estimable People. 

In Tun Tarsuve of Jan. 12 there appeared 

a dispatch from New York giving an account 

of a fight that took place on the Hoboken 

pier among parties who had just landed off 
the steamer Elbe at that point. In Tun Suv. 
bar Tarsune, Jan. 13, page three, column 
five, was printed another dispatch. also from 

New York, giving further particulars of the 

affair to the effect that— 

It is said today that the young men who 
engaged in preliminaries to a fisticuff on the 


North German Lloyd pier yesterday 
while the Elbe was making ready to 
land its passengers were the sons of 


Rudolph Nunnemacher of Milwaukee, who 
died in Europe two weeks ago. His remains 
were brought home for interment ‘on the 
Elbe, which arrived yesterday. Mrs. Rudolph 
Nunnemacher, her two sons and her daughter 
by a former marriage accompanied the re- 
mains. Before the remains had been taken 
from the steamer the tight began to trew be- 
tween two members of the funeral party, as 
was rel last night. It was stopped be- 
fore bigod had been wn by the 
interference of Policeman Werner, who 
was stationed on the dock. It was stopped be- 
fore arrests were made, but the men, who re- 
fused to give their names, told the policeman 
they were brothers and were waiting for their 
mother to step off the steamer. 

‘* Policeman Werner said today that when he 
interfered and told the boys to patch up their 
trouble or he would lock them up one of the 
two whom the third proposed to whip said: 
„He's the black sheep of the family.“ 

In the issue of Jan. 14 Jacob Nunnemacher, 
brother of the dead man, is reported in a Mil- 
waukee dispatch as vigorously denying the 
New York story. This is his statement: 

The report that there were any differ- 
ences between the members of the family and 
that one member called another ‘the black 


sheep of the family’ is an out- 
rageous lie. In the first place 
there was no son of my brother 
on the pier. The only son who was there at 


‘all was Walter, and he was on the steamer 
Elbe, which had not come up to the dock at 
the time the row occurred, which has been 
falsely attributed to the members of our 
8 I was on the pier with A. 
O. elmholtz. Two Jewish boys, strau- 
gers, were also standing there and be- 
gan to fight, one saying the other should not 
see his mother, who was coming in on the 
steumer. Officer Werner must have con- 
founded them with members of our family. 
There is no black sheep in the family and 
only the most cordial relations exist among 
the various members. I think the story was 
the result of a mistake and no malieiousness 
was intended.“ 

Tue Trisunz has investigated the matter 
and finds that the New York correspondent 
evidently made an cnintentional mistake in 
the identity of the belligerent parties, and 
that no member of the Nunnemacher family 
was engaged in the trouble in New York. 
Therefore in justice to an estimable family 
and for the purpose of correcting an error so 
far as possible, Tun Tripcungs makes this 
statement, hoping that it will reach all who 
—— the original story and thus make matters 
right. 


DIGGING FOR DEAD AMID RUINS. 


Ne Hope Now of Finding Seifert and 
Birsheitd Alive at Mendot?. 

Menpora, III., Jan. 26.—([Special.]—All 
through last night and durmg today the tire- 
less men at C. Hennmg & Son’s brewery, 
which was completely wrecked by the explo- 
sion yesterday, have dug in vain amid the 
ruins for the bodies of Seifert and Birsheid, 
the men whoare known to bestill in the 
wreck. Tons of masonry aad iron have been 
removed, and the task may last another day. 
All hope of recovering the men alive has been 
abandoned. That event was a possibility last 
night, but no one has any idea of finding other 
than their macg:ed remains. The fire com- 
pany has charge of the work and is being 
assisted by others. 

Pearl, who was erroneously reported dead 
last night, is still alive and his physician has 
hopes of his recovery. William Long is 
very low. His skull is fractured and body 
badly bruised. All the other injured are 
improving. The relatives of John Kennedy 
of DeKaib arrived today and after the body 
bad been viewed by the Coroner’s jury it was 
turned over to them and taken home. David 
Gheer, engineer, and David Wells, fireman, 
whose ies were recovered last evening, 
will be buried Monday. They are brothers-in- 
iaw and will be buried together. 

Mr. Henning arrived from Chicago last 
night. His grief at the loss of life was pitiful. 
The loss of the magnificent plant did not 
seem to worry him much, although it is a se- 
vere blow to the establishment. Mr. Henging 
commenced business without a do:lar and has 
more energy now than many younger men, 
He immediately returned to Chicago for ma- 
chinery and today an architect is on the 
ground prepari for rebuilding. Deputy 
Coroner Frank Whitmore impaneied a jury 
this morumg and commenced the inquiry as 
to the death of John Kennedy.

All 
the evidence given today showed that the ma- 
chinery was the best that money could buy, 
was under the care of careful and competent 
men, and that there are no appliances or 
safety devices known to be necessary to the 
safety of the boilers but what were in use on 
these boilers. The boilers were often in- 
spected and no blame possibly can attach to 
the foremun on the grounds of carelessness. 
A movement has been started to relieve the 
suffering in families who have been deprived 
of their source of support by reason of -in- 
juries or death.

THIS YOUNG WOMAN WANTS TO KNOW 


Eighth Grade Scholar Asks Questions 
About Changes in Text Books, 

I wonder why we were taken from Mont- 
gomery’s History of England before we bad 
ha!f finished it, and compelled to take Green’s, 
a much more complicated and difficult work? 
The print is very tine, so as to render study in 
the evening almost an impossibility. The 
subjects are not arranged in paragraphs. The 
language is obscure and difficult to commit to 
memory. I saw an able article in Tun Turm. 
Uxn not long since from the pen of 
Dr. Odelia Blinn, wherein she speaks 
of the folly of so often changing books, to the 
great detriment of scholars and for ine sole 
benefit of publishers. In my estimation 
Montgomery’s history was in every respect 
adapted to the ages of the scholars who are 
now pursuing eighth grade work. To be sure 
Green’s ia an excellent history, but it is cer- 
tainly intended for much older people than 
we who have just entered into the study of 
English history, Sipyt Saru.

RELATIVES OF OHIOORA’S MISSING 
OREW DO NOT DESPAIR 


Old Seafaring Men Contend There Ie No 
Certainty That the Hull of the Boat 
Has Gone Down, aad Point ta the Fact 
That Only Upper Works Wreckage Has 
Been Found in Support of Their Theory 
«Transportation Company Is De- 
nenaced. 85 

Bentow Hanson, Mich., Jan. 20.— [Special.] 

People of the towns of St. Joseph and Ben- 

ton Harbor are complaining bitterly of the 

inaction of the Graham & Morton Trans- 

portation company. Today they started a 

subscription paper to raise money to hire 

tugs to go and look for what may be found of 
the missing Chicora. They still hold to the 
belief that the hull of the Chicora has not 
gone down. If it is still afloat, either drifting 
or lodged somewhere in an ice field, they say

there can be no doubt there are bodies 
on it, and unless the men perished 
of cold and hunger during the 
terrible weather that has raged on the lake 
ever since Monday they ure still alive, In 
tne absence of proof positive that the lives of 
those on the Chicora were lost their relatives 
and friends cling to the hope that some one 
may yet remain on the missing boat to tell 
the story of the terrible storm that has strewn 
miles of the coast with fragments of the boat’s 
upper works. Itis freely given out by old 
boatmen that the failure of the company to 
send a tug in search of the Chicora Thursday 
or Friday, when the weather would have per- 
mitted, was inexcusable neglect. 

These men contend that the Chicora’s hull! 
is afloat because there is nothing to show that 
it has gone down. The loss of its upper works 
and deck cargo would not have sent the hull 
to the bottom and some of the crew would 
have found safety in the forecastle. Goaded 
by doubts increased by these theories from 
men whose opinions on seafaring are re- 
apected, the people have been worked up toa 
point where they will do themselves what they 
insist the steamboat company should have 
done two days ago. 

They Hold a Meeting. 

Today a meeting was held in Howard & 
Pearl’s drug store in St. Joseph and a com- 
mittee volunteered from among those pres- 
ent to circulate a subscription paper. It was 
drawn up, but no subscriptions taken, as it 
was decided to hear from Capt. Graham be- 
fore acti The committee is headed by the 
Rev. H. W. Davis, pastor of the Congregation- 
al Church of St. Joseph. It was tola by Capt. 
Graham that the Petosky, which ‘has been 
fast in the ice since last Monday, would be 

otten out as soon as the weather permits. 
Yothing could have been accomplished today, 
as the blizzard would have made exploration 
impossible. The committee thought it best to 
wait until tomorrow after hearing from Capt.

Capt. Nelson Napier of St. Joseph said the 
hull of the Chicora is afloat and teils why he 
believes it. The wreckage found, he soe 

t 
indicates the hull is intact. The upper works 
being gone and the deck cargo washed away 
the boat would be lightened so much it would 
rise at least four feet more out of the water, 

iving it at least eight feet above water and 

i the boat in better shape than 

before. If the engine room 
filled with water, or if one 
of the holds was stove in, the hull would 
still float, and I cannot lead myself to believe 
but that some of the crew are still aboard. 
As to whether they are alive I will not say. 
Tugs from Chicago could be got out to the 
scene of the wreckage Thursday and Friday, 
and it is an outrage that it was not done. 
Two tugs could have gone over the ground in 
a day, but they were not sent, I suppose, be- 
cause they would cost $12 an hour each.“

dominates the two cities and they éould ner 
afford to incur its ill-will. The Rev. Dr.

gone in the spring. The 9 intends to 
puta boat in the vicinity of the wreckage, 
four. to six weeks if nec. 
essary, dragging for a distance of 
forty miles out and twenty miles 
either way from South Haven, to find the 
Chicora. If found several lines will be made 
fast to it with the aid of divers and it will be 
towed where work can be done removing the 
machinery and cargo. The value of what it 
may get will be from $50,000 to $75,000. 
This work will not be done until the 
weather becomes settled, probably about 
May 1. Nothing will be done until the storm 
abates, when every effort possible will be 
made to secure everything afloat from the 
lost boat.

Thinks the Real Cause of the Chicora’s 
Loss Will Never Be Known. 

The seagoing qualities of the lost steamer 
Chicora were yesterday being pretty generally 
discussed by marine men, “I am certain 
the loss of the Chicora cannot be charged to 
any inherent weakness in its construction,” 
W. L. Brown, President of the Chicago Ship. 
building company, said. “The boat was 
as good a craft in its general con- 
struction and build as any on the 
lakes. It has been suggested that the guard 
or extension of the bell’ thans feet on either 
side above the water iine was a source of 
weakness, but I do not think so. The loss of 
the Chicora was duo to some mishap on board, 
in my opinion, but what it was will never be 
found out. If eyerything was all right on 
board the steamer I am firmly convinced 
it would have outlived the gale. It is a 
mere waste of time to guess what the mis. 
hap was which disabled the boat and left it a 
prey to the wind and ice.”

MEXIOO’S PRESIDENT ANXIOUS TO 
GO INTO BATTLE, 


He Issues a Pronunciamento in Which He 
Takes a Firm Stand and Talks of a 
Baptism of Blood for the Young Men 
of His Land- War Talk Is Wilder than 
Ever in the City of Mexico, and It Is 
Believed Monday Will Bring About a 
Serious Crisis. 


Crrr or Mexico, via Laredo, Tex., Jan. 26, 
~The Mexican Government is now studying 
the treaty of 1882, which Guatemala ignores, 
Art. 4 in the treaty calls for arbitration, It 
is rnmored that Mexico will not arbitrate, 

The feeling in general here among the 
Americans is that Mexico’s case is right and 
that it has justice on its side, also that all 
through the controversy President Diaz 
bas acted kindly and has been very lenient 
with Guatemala. It looks as if Guatemala 
was trying to gain more time to organize the 
federation of Central American republics, 
Public sentiment here is warlike. 

Rumors are that something definite will be 
known Monday. War is imminent. 

The Gil Blas of tonight says a telegram 

was received here saying an envoy from 
Guatemala has arrived at Tegucigalpa to 
negotiate a secret alliance with Honduras, 
Nicaragua, and Guatemala, and if there should 
be no war with Mexico they will make war 
against Salvador, a small republic which the 
other three Central American States purpose 
to attack in combination and divide its spoils 
between them, 
As yet nothing reliable is known of the re- 
sult of the proposition in Mexico. [he Pres- 
ident and his Cabinet have been in secret ses- 
sion all day and it is hard to obtain any rell- 
able news. Gen. Pedro Hinojesa, Secretary 
of War and Navy, has gone to Vera Cruz.

The government appreciates this manly 
manifestation, it being one of the resuits of 
the vehement and inexact phrases in which 
the press has presented the questions of the 
day. I comply with a duty in stating that al- 
though it is true the government is discussing 
a serious and delicate controversy of a diplo- 
matic nature, which, if not handled with cor- 
rect, logical, and honorable means may con- 
duce to war.

„It is also true that we are not yet on the 
verge of war because honor, good faith, and 


logic constitute the program of the 
government, and because it has no 
right to arbitrate any other course 
to its adversary. The government be- 


lieves and has practically demonstrated 
that belief for several years that the greatest 
blessing we can offer to our country is the 
present period of reconstruction and happy 
and visible developments of peace, and de- 
clare that it will only allow it to be inter- 
rupted when an unjust and pertinacious ag- 
gressor insists upon infringing upon its weil 
established rights and assailing the nahonal 
honor and decorum. 

„In such an event, which I hope will not be 
realized, the government will confront the 
situation with true feith and energy, inspired 
by its duty and its right. The government 
accepts, holds in esteem, and will use with 
economy what you so patriotically offer. We 
soldiers of the generation now passing away 
feel our blood tingle when we think that we 
may be able to baptize in a war every way 
just on our part the generation coming on, in

FIRST GING JUROR Is DISMISSED. 


Newell Is Fouhd te Be Opposed to Capital 
Punish ment. 

MINWEAPO Minn., Jan. 26.—[Special.]— 
Juror Newell, whose position on capital pun- 
ishment was exclusively chronicled in Tun 
Trisuns of Friday morning, was excused 
from: further service in the Hayward-Ging 
murder case yesterday mornimg. Upon the 
statement being published in the newspapers 
the attorneys for the State, Frank Nye and 
his assistant, Albert Hall, immediately se- 
cured affidavits showing that Newell had re- 
peatedly made the statement he was opposed 
to the death penalty, County Attorney Nye 
opened the case this morning by saying: 

I desire at this time to call attention to 
an inadvertence on the part of the State in 
failing to question Juror Newell as to his be- 
liefs on the question of capital punishment. I 
have tried to select impartial men to sit on 
this jury and 1 believe the defense hus. I 
wish at thistime to interpose a challenge of 
implied bias in the case of Juror Newell, and 
I submit to the court a number of affidavits 
going to justify the challenge.” ; 

5 discretionary power of the court is 
very broad, said Judge Smith. The chal- 
lenge may be made, and if found true, then 
the persons themselves can be produced in 
court. Affidavits are not competent.“ 

While the discussion was progressing Juror 
Newell arose in the jury box and started to 
address the court, but Judge Smith was busy 
listening to Attorney Smith. who was seeking 

to make — the fact that an opinion capi- 
tal punishment was wrong need not disqual- 
ify a juror, unless it was such a conscien- 
tious serupie it would preclude him from 
returning a verdict of guilty. Judge 
Smith said the law was clear on this 
point as weil as on the fact that a 
man with such scruples should neither be per- 
mitted nor compelled to serve on the jury. 
This seemed broad enough reasonably to ad- 
mit the challenge and Mr. Newell was asked: 
Have you opinions against capital punish- 
ment? 

“I want to say, said Mr. Newell, that I 
have had opinions that were not in sympathy 
with the law, but when I came here and list- 
ened to the questions asked the jurors I made 
up my mind if Ishould be drawn I had no 
right to oppose my personal opinion against 
the law. Asan American citizen I feel it my 
duty to abide by and support the law, but if 
I were in the Legislature I wouldn’t help make 
such a law.“ 

Then Mr. Newell was questioned by County 
Attorney Nye, who finally said: “I submit 
that if the defense wants this man to sit on 
the jury and is not willing to admit the chal- 
lenge, I want time to produce witnesses here. 
It is notorious what Mr. Newell’s opinions 
are. 

After further discussion Mr. Erwin, for the 
defense, made a short speech. in which he ad- 
mitted the challenge, and Mr. Newell, who 
was the first juror selected, was dismissed. 
The examination of candidates was then re- 
sumed, only one bemg selected during the re- 
mainder of the day. George W. Cummuings 
apparently had the necessary qualifications, 
but he was let out; Samuel Barlow did not 
like capital punishment, and would vote 
against it in an election; and then John Den- 
ney, @ carpenter, said he was in sympathy 
with the law of capital punishment.

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M. DE GIBRS, RUSSIA’S FOREIGN 
MINISTER, [8 DEAD. 


Distinguished Diplomat and Statesman 
Passes Away at St. Petersbarg~His 
Death a Surprise to His Own Land as 
Well as to the World in General=Sketch 

of His Career and the Most Prominent 
Affairs with Which His. Name Has Been 
Couneeted- General Foreign News. 
Sr. Perexssvre, Jan. 26.—M. de Giers, 
Russian Minister of Foreign Affairs, is dead. 
M. de Giers was married to the Princess 
Kantakuzene, who was the niece of Prince 
Gortschakoff. M. de Giers has for years suf- 
fered from a sluggish liver and a consequent 
rheumatic affection. Last November he 


seemed on the point of dying, and 
it was reported that he had re- 
signed in consequence. He recovered, 


however, only partially, was able to sign the 
marriage contract of the present Czar and 
Princess Alix of Hesse, but he never regained 


acquiring any influence over the present Czar. 
Mme. de Giers died many years ago. A son 
has served his country with honor as a diplo- 
mat. 
[Nikolai Carlovitch de Giers, Russia's Minister 
of Poreign Affairs, was born May 9, 1820, and 
was educated at the Im-

In that year he 
was sent as Minister to Switzerland, and in 
1872 in the same capacity to Sweden. His abil- 
ities were appreciated by the Czar Alexander 
II., who decorated him with the order of the 
White Eagle. In 1875 De Giers was appointed 
assistant to Gortschakoff, then Foreign Min- 
ister, and on account of his great experi- 
ence was furthermore intrusted with the direc- 
tion of the Department of Asia. He was also 
given a seat in the Executive Senate. During 
April, 1876, pending the absence of Gortscha- 
koff, De Giers served as Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs and served in the same capacity in 1877. 
The failing health of Gortschakoff made De Giers 
more and more the head of the department, 
which was finally placed officially under his care. 
He is considered one of the ablest of Russia's 
diplomats, and has succeeded in making friends 
with many of the greater powers. }

ARMENIANS TO BE EXECUTED AT ONCE, 


Sentence of the Court of Erzinghiam Con- 
firmed at Constantinople. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Jan, 26.—The Court of 
Cassation has confirmed the judgment of the 
Court of Erzinghiam, rendered Nov, 15, by 
which twenty-four Armenians were con- 
demned to death and eighty-four others were 
sentenced to various terms of imprisonment. 
The decision of the Court of Cassation has 
caused strong feeling among the Armenians, 
especially as it is reported that the con- 
demned men will be executed forthwith.

WILL HAVE BI-PARTISAN BOARDS. . 


Indiana Republicans Taking Steps to Ful- 
fill « Platform Promise. 
Micuiean Crrr, Iud., Jan. 26.— [Special.] 
—The Prison committee from the Indiana 
Legislature investigated the affairs of the In- 
diana Prison North today. The warden was 
questioned as to a rumor that he was in any 
way mixed up witha bicycle factory lately 
started at the prison, but be denied that he 
was. The probing business was not carried 
out extensively and the investigation 
developed into one of a perfunctory charac- 
ter. This sudden change in the course of the 
Republicans is based on their determination 
to reorganize the management of the penal 
institutions of the State on a bi-partisan 
basis. This determination is the outcome of 
the investigation. A bill will be introduced 
into the Legislature wiping out the present 


boards and officials and establishing 
one central board, consisting of two 
Republicans and one Democrat, which 
shall have charge of both prisons. 


An intermediary prison will be established 
for the classificahon of convicts, The ap- 
ointive power will be taken away from the 

mocratic Governor and vested in a board 
of five State officers. ineluding the Governor. 
By establishing such management the Repub- 
licans will adhere to their platform when they 
went before the people declaring for biparti- 
san control of the penal and benevolent insti- 
tutions of the State.

WASHINGTON SOCIETY. | 


Elaborate Decoration of the Receiving, 
Dancing, and Dining Rooms, the Na- 
tional Colors Being Most Prominently 
in Evidence, Four Immense Flag 
Forming the Portieres=Mrs. Foster and 
Miss Thompson Assist in Receiving= 
Mra. Cleveland's Public Reception. 

Wasmnoron, D. C., Jan. 26.—{S ial, ]— 
The black dragon of China with — ni 
erect and rampant on a gorgeous yellow field, 
was the first sight to greet the eyes of the 
fashionable world tonight as it entered the loors 
of the Chinese Legation. Two immense flags 
of the country decorated in this manner were 
called into requisition as portidres over the 
doorway leading out irom the entrance to the 
main portion of the house, and to the ladies’ 
dressing-rooms on the second floor. The same 
idea of national decorations prevailed else- 
where throughout the legation. Over each of 
the many doorways opening out from the en- 
trance hallway were hung immense pieces of 


ly to the floor on either side, were finished in 
a series of balloon like rosettes, 

The guests after laying aside their wraps 
entered the drawing-room on the right of the 
entrance and greeted the Minister and Mme. 
Yang, with whom, assisting in receiving the 
company, stood Mrs. John W. Foster, wife of 
the ex-Secretary of Sta:e, now in the Orient 

as a Chinese agent. and Miss Ida Thompson. 
Mme. Yang wore a gorgeously embroidered 
gown of the richest colors and upon her head 
was the scarlet hut always worn upon occa- 
sions of state. From the temples on either 
side protruded little bunches of gay flowers. 
With a smile and cordial greeting for each of 
the many guests Mme, Yang ably supple- 
mented the Minister in receiving and making 
the company feel the genuineness of the wel- 
come so prettily uttered, Mr. Biddle of the 
State Department made the formal presen- 
tations to the Minister and his wife. 

The decorations of this drawing-room were 
simple, but in direct contrast to those pre- 
vailing elsewhere. In compliment to the 
great nation entertained vases on the 
mantels were filled with long-stemmed 
American Beauty roses. The mantels and 
chandeiiers were garlanded with smilas and 
about the room in the corners and bay win- 
dows were tall palms. 

For the evening the large reception-room 
leading directly back of main entrance 
doorway was used as the dining-room. On the 
table, laded with every delicacy, an inter- 
mingling ot the flowers of the two nations 
represented was arranged. This was an im- 
mense center piece of American Beauty roses 
with plaques of the odorous white Chinese 
lilies. This room was at once one of the 
most densely crowded and most interesting 
in the legation. About the walls.were ranged 
large. square, @aborately-carved, teak wood 
chairs, over Which for the evening were 
thrown gorgeous pieces of flame-color satin 
embroidered elaborately in gold. 


Seats of State on the Divan. 


On the north side of the room was ah im- 
mense Chinesedivan of the same carved teak- 
wood, The two seats of state on this divaa 
were also covered with the scarlet and gold. 
8 the back portion occupied with 
gold and bronze ornaments. This divan is 
always used by the Chinese Minister when re- 

iving some especially distinguished guest, 
while the guest of honor is seated in the sec- 
ond place, at his right. The walls are hung 
with panels of 2 extending from the ceiling 
to the floor. On these in Chinese lettering is 
the eulogistic address made to the Chinese 
Minister by the Emperor upon the occasion 
of his birthday prior to leaving his native 
country. Atoneend of the room is a large 
photograph of the Minister. 

In all of the many drawing-rooms for the 
evening was hung a fringe of scariet satin em- 
broidered in gold in the most elaborate man- 
ner. Inthe ball room the bay window was 
hung with searlet satin, gold embroidered 
portiéres, above which was adrapery of yellow 
silk, finished at either end with a series of 
large rosettes of thesame. Over the doorways 
were strips of magenta brocade intermingled 
with bright green satin. At the north end, 
behind a hedge of palms, was seated the 
Marine Band. ‘Lhe chandeliers were festconed 
with garlands of wild smilax that also orna- 
mented the walls of the ball room. 

Mr. Keller of the State Department had 
charge of tha dances, twelve in number, con- 
sistiug of alternate lancers and waltzes, 

In the drawing-room in which the receiving 
party stood the walls were hung with panels 
of dark blue silk painted with ideal Chinese 
landscapes, among which silver and gold 
apes, birds, and curiously formed animals 
disported themselves and contended for su- 
premacy with dragons of the most belliger- 
ent aspect. These are the work of a cele- 
brated native artist and are highly prized by 
the Minister. 

The elegant gowns worn by the guests were 
accented and brought into prominence by the 
eneral gorgeousness of the surroundings no 
ess than by the bright Oriental dressing of 
the various members of the legation, who, by 
their thorough command of English, con- 
tributed in no small degree to the pleasure of 
the company and success of the 8 The 
guests included the Cabinet, the Judiciary, 
the diplomatic corps, and leading Senators 
and Representatives with their families and 
the prominent representatives of resident 


society. 
Mrs. Cleveland’s Public Reception, 


Cleveland weather prevailed this afternoon, 
when from 3 to 5 o’ciock 4,000 persons rep. 
resenting the great American public passed 
through the White House and shook hands 
with Mrs. Cleveland and the ladies of the re- 
ceiving party. Before 1 o’clock the line of 
those awaiting admission to Mrs. Cieveland’s 
one public reception had un to form in 
front of the White House. This line by 8 
o’clock extended three and four abreast from 
the portico. 

No one was admitted within the doors‘of 
the White House until 8 o’clock, at which 
time, leaning on the arm of Col. John Wil- 
son, who made the introductions, Mrs. Cleve- 
land descended the stairway in a gown of 
white crepe, accordion plaited, with a jacket 
of openwork gold embroidery over a lace 
corsage, with füll vest of the same. This 
fullness was fastened at the waist by a sash of 
white satin ribbon that tied in long bow 
ends extended to the hem of the gown on the 
left side.

SIX PEOPLE HAVE BEEN KILLED BT 
‘OIOERO ELEOTRIO LINE. 


Thirteen Have Had Injuries Inflicted, 
Some of Them Serious, and Much 
Damage Has Resulted to Vehicles=The 
Liat of Accidents Since August Last= 
Teamsters Hug the Tracks on Madison 
Street, Although the Readway Is an 
Almost Perfect One«Speed of the Cars. 

Aceording to the police records, which are 
admittedly incomplete, six people have been 
killed and thirteen injured, some of them 
seriously, since August last on the Cicero and 

Proviso Electric railway. In addition to this 

four horses have been killed, many crippled, 

and wagons innumerable smashed. Most of 
these accidents resulted from cgilisions be- 
tween the company’s cars and vehicles using 
the tracks on Madison and Lake streets. An 
attempt to get a complete list of these acci- 
dents from the claim agent of the railway, 

Mr. Rodman, was met with a courteous but 

firm refusal, on the ground that it might en- 

courage people to bring actions for damages 
against the company, and they had trouble 
enough of this sort already without inviting 


more. 

There are but two highways that teamsters 
doing business between Chicago and the Vil- 
lages of Austin, Ridgeland, Oak Park, Har- 
lem, Maywood, and River Forest can use. 
These are Madison and Lake streets, and both 
of them are occupied with the tracks of the 
trolley company. Owing to the elevated rail- 
way structure and the further fact that for 
most of thedistance the roadway is unpaved, 
teamsters uvoid Lake street as much as pos- 
sible. Madison street, on the contrary, is 
well paved with the exception of a stretch be- 
tween Forty-sixth and Fifty-second streets, 
and being of more than average width 
is an ideal highway. There is a large 
amount of teaming to and from this city ana 
the villages named, and the traffic on Madisou 
street is heavy, especially early in the morn- 
ing and late in the afternoon. This will ex- 
plain why most of the collisions have ocvurred 
on Madison street instead of on Lake street, 
where from the surroundings it would be more 
natural to expect them. A peculiar feature is 
that many of the serious accidents take piace 
west of Fifty-second street, where there is 
really less excuse for trouble than on almost 
apy other part of the road, 

Record Kept by the Police. 


Mr. Rodman asserts that there has been a 
very marked failing off in the number of col- 
lisions since the first of the year, but the 
records show that four bad smashups have 
occurred this month. The list, dating from 
Aug. 29, as given by the meagre record of 
the police, is as follows: 

Aug. 29—Electric car collided with Northern 
Pacific train on Desplaines avenue, near Forest 
Home Cemetery. John Buggs, motorman, had 
skull fractured, and A. H. Keyes, passenger, was 
injured internally. 

Aug. 80— Wesley Hathaway dnd Ernest Kean, 
while driving west on Madison street, near 
Franklin avenue, were run down by an electric 
car. Kean was killed and Hathaway badly 
bruised. The buggy was completely destroyed.

laines avenue and had her left knee broken. 

O. Sprague was crushed by the rush of pas- 
sengers. 

Sept. 22—Car No. 24 on the electric road 
wrecked Alfred White’s wagon at Madison and 
Forty-second streets.

Not an Accurate List. 


This is not and does not purport to be an 
accurate list of the casuelties that have oc- 
curred on the tracks of the electric line, as 
many of the accidents are not reported to the 
police unless they have some serious feature 
connected with them. The officers at the sta- 
tions at Forty-third and Lake streets and at 
the town hall in Austin are energetic in this 
part of their work and their reports are fairly 
full and accurate. At the Oak Park Station, 
however, the desk sergeant carries the record 
around in his head, and it is difficult to get an 
intelligent idea of what has taken place in his 
district unless duplicate reports have been by 
chance forwarded to one of the other stations. 
No record is nade atany of the stations of 
minor wrecks, nor is it expected. 

While everybody interested denies it, the 
fact seems to be there isan irrepressible 
conflict going on between the electric car men 
and the teamsters. Mi. Rodman, speaking 
for the railway company, says this cannot be 
true, as it is against the interest of the men 
to have wrecks, If the smash-up is a 
serious one and the company is satisfied 
the motorman could have avoided it he is 
discharged. If it is a small affair he is made 
to pay the damages, It is the policy of the 
company, Mr. man says, to avoid all col- 
ligons and trouble, as they want to make peo- 
ple feel secure is using the cars, and besides 
they don’t want too many claims to fight. 
The teamsters, on the otner hand, declare in 
every instance the motormen are to blame, 
and run them down with malice aforethought 
when they are a little slow in getting out of 
the trucks. It ie claimed that in many in- 
stances the car bells are not rung loudly 
enough to attract attention, and before the 
teamsters are aware of it the car is right on 
topof them and still going at a high rate of 
speed, In such cases a collision is almost in- 
evitable before the drivers can get their teams 
out of the tacks. This gives rise to the inter- 
esting question, why are they in the tracks at 
all? Madison street 1s broad and well paved,

From Fifty-second street west it is like 
boulevard and the wheeling on any part of it 
is smooth and easy.

MANUFAOTURE OF ANTI-TOXINE, 


The Horses Flourish and Grow Fat Under 
the Treatment. 


Some interesting particulars of the manu- 
facture of the anti-toxic serum for use in 
diphtheria cases by M. Roux and ‘his associ- 
ates in France are given in a letter to the 
London Lancet, it appears that on Oct. 12 the 
Pasteur Institute possessed for ‘‘immunizing”’ 
purposes a stud of twenty horses, This stud 
has now been increased to 136 horses, a total 
that will probably be increased to the maxi- 
mum of 150. Fifteen of these animals are at 
the State Veterinary School at Alfort, where 
they are kept under close observation (with 
regard to pulse, temperature, etc.) by Prof. 
Nocard ak his pupils. Forty-two horses are 
kept in the old abatioirs of Grenoble, placed 
at M. Roux’s disposal by the Municipal Coun- 
cil of Paris. Of these twenty are kept by the 
municipality ata cost of $4,000a year for 
the benefit of the Paris hospitals and the 
poor. At Villeneuve-l’Etang—a property 
ceded by the state to M. Pasteur in 
1886—there are  seventy-nine horses 
cared for by a capable veterinary surgeon 
and his staff. While the 9 six litres 
of blood (yielding about half that quantity of 
serum) are 1 dra wa from the jugular 
vein, the animal’s attention is easily dis- 
tracted by a handful of carrots, which he 
munches contentedly, On the day following 
the phlebotomy “immunization” is recom- 
meneed andcontinued for five days. A rest 
of fifteen days follows, and then another 
bleeding may be had. That the animals 
flourish under this régime of good feeding 
and periodical bieedings is proved by the

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THEY ROB AND FORGE. 


BANES SUFFER THROUGH A GANG 
OF SLIOK ORIMINALS. 


Letters Containing Checks Stolen from 
Mail Boxes, Then Raised and Indorsed, 
Identifications Forged, and Money Se- 
cured on Them=<The Operations of the 
Gang the Cleverest, So Say the Bunk 
Officers and Pinkeritons, That Has Come 
Under Their Notice. 

The United States postal authorities and 
Pinkerton’s Detective Agency are each in 
eager pursuit of a combination which may 
not number more than two men, but whose 
operations indicate that they are among the 


most dangerous individuals who have come 


under their notice fora long time. The gov- 
ernment wanta them for stealing letters from 
the mails and the Pinkerton Agency is chas- 
ing them for having cashed checks contained 
in the stolen letters, after having first raised 
their amounts, forged indorsements, and other- 
wise manipuluted them ina way which indi- 
cates the exercise of uncommon skill and in- 
genuity. 

The investigation thus far shows that an 
amount aggregating several thousand dollars 
was realized by the forgers. Not until pass 
booke are written up Feb. 1 will the full 
amount be positively known, though it is 
said it will not largely exceed the sum already 
figured up by the losers, who are half a dozen 
banks. 

Two weeks agothe presence of able forgers 
in town became known; Jan. 7 Atwood & 
Steele, dealers in flavoring extracts, mailed a 
check drawn to a New York concern for 
$68.90, payable at the Merchants’ Loan 
Trust company. When that bank opened the 
next morning a sharp featured young man, 
well dressed and business-like, presen 
a check signel by Atwood Steele 
for $680.20. The payee’s indorsement was 
on the back and beneath was a certification 
that the indorsement was all right, made by 
Mr. Steele of the firm, explaining that Mr. 
Steele's O. K.“ was for the purpose of iden- 
tifying him. The young manasked for the 
money in various sized bills. It is not unus- 
ual for the drawer of a check to identify the 
payee in this way. Nevertheless there was 
something about the transaction that aroused 
the teller’s suspicion. 


The Young Man Skips. 


He turned to look closer at it, and when ho 
turned back the young man was gone, Im- 
mediateiy an investigation was begun. The 
check was returned to Atwood & Steele, They 
compared it with the stub and speedily found 
it was the check for $68 with the New York 
concern’s name as payee erased and the 
amount raised to $680.20. The work was ex- 
traordinarily weli done. The acid used to 
erase the payee’s name left marks noticeable 
only on the closest scrutiny. Ink like that 
used by Atwood & Steele had been used. The 
indorsement of Mr. Steeie on the back was an 
absolute fac-simile of his signature. . Alto- 
gether the work was calculated to fool any- 
body into the belief that it was a genuine 
check, 

Inspector Stuart of the Postoffice Depart- 
ment was notified. He concluded that, despite 
his narrow escape from arrest at the Mer- 
chants’ Loan and Trust company, the youn 
man who presented the check would be hea 
from again. Stuart went to work to find out 
how the letter was taken from the mails. No 
notification appears to have been sent to the 
banks for a week. About that time a cus- 
tomer of one brought his pass-book in to be 
balanced. He found among the cancelled 
checks returned to him one on which the in- 
dorsements had been forged. The same 
day or the day following in 
various accidental ways other banks found 
that they had paid raised checks on which the 
indorsements were bogus. The checks were 
for various amounts, running from small 
sums up to several hundreds of dollars. The 
forged indorsement of the payee appeared on 
the back and in almost every instance the 
name of the drawer was forged to an O. K.“ 
beneath the indorsement and all done in a 
way that would eiude the trained eyes of pay- 
ing tellers. The clearing-house sent a warn- 
ing to all the banks in town. 

President Udell’s Circular. 

It was followed by a circular issued from 
the Union National Bank as follows: 

Tae AMERICAN BANKERS’ ASSOCIATION, Orrice 
OF THE PRESIDENT, UNION NATIONAL BANK, 
Curcaeo, Jan. 24, 1895.—Dear Sir: A gang 
ot forgers seems to be operating in this city 
whose everations are of a most skillful na- 
ture and are well calculated to deceive tellers. 
The method of procedure seems to be as follows: 

Genuine checks are obtained from post boxes, 
and are altered in amount and name of payee, 
and upon the back a written identification, pur- 
porting to be made by the drawer of the check, 
follows after the signature of the alleged payee. 
In some cases, where the check is drawn by a 
corporation, the identification has been made 
by a stamped indorsement. followed by the 
signatures of the officer drawing the check. 

ook out for all checks presented to your 
counter purporting to bear identification by 
drawer and piease communicate at once with the 
undersigned if any checks of the above character 
— been or should be presented to you for pay- 
ment. 

This class of work is the most dangerous that 
has appeared in many years. Very truly yours, 

J.J. P. ODELL, President. 

The circular was in the hands of paying 
tellers throughout the city when the banks 
opened the next morning. They kept a sharp 
lookout, but the forgers did not present them. 
selves. W. A. Pinkerton, who represents the 
American Bankers’ Association, was employed 
early. He declined yesterday to make any 
statement, President Odell said the circular 
contained all the information. He did 
not think the amount realized was 
large. Inspector Stuart, who is concerned only 
in finding riflers of the mails, said the publi- 
cation of Mr. Odell's circular had hurt the 
chances of finding the men. 

„ don’t think there were over two men in 
the gang,“ he said, but they are among the 
cleverest I ever heard of. The forgeries are 
perfect. They would foel anybody. The let- 
ters containing checks were stolen within two 
orthree weeks. I decline to say what theory I 
have as to the way they were got out of the 
mails.“ 

The operations of the gang resembled those 
of Prentice Tilier, whois now serving out a 
long term at Detriot. He stole letters from 
mail boxes, abstracted checks and cashed 
them after forging indorsements and in some 
cases raising the amounts. When arrested by 
Capt. Stuart a year ago, Tiller was found to 
possess a mail carriers’ uniform and over a 
thousand skeleton keys for unlocking mail 
boxes. It washis habitto provide himself 
with a pouch and collect mail the same as a 
regular carrier, rifling it at his leisure,

Pare Oil Company, Perhaps, Is to Com- 
pere with the Standard, 

In this city little is known of the Pure Oil 
company, the organization described in Tue 
Tripuye’s dispatches yesterday, as being 
formed in Pennsylvania to fight the Standard 
Oil company. It is supposed by local oil 
men, who are not affiliated with the Stand- 
ard, to include independent producers, and 
possibly independent refiners in Pennsy!l- 
vania. The Standard does not control the oil 
territory in that State in the sense that it 
dominates the fields in other States. Its 
action a few days ago in posting notices that 
it would in future disregard the price of crude 
oil as fixed by the trading on the Pennsylvania 
oil exchanges and pay what the markets of 
the world and the demand justified is 
looked upon as a move in a campaign 
to force independent Pennsylvania producers 
te bend to its power. It is believed a bitter 
contest will ensue, which may prove one of 
the most strenuous fights the Standard has 
had to contest if the Pure Oil company in- 
cludes both refinera and producers who are 
independent: The latter’s purpose, as an- 
nounced in the dispatch, is to erect rofineries 
where the Standard now maintains works. 
If carried out to the extent of buildinga 
plant to compete with the Standard works at 
Hammond, Ind., the result might be interest- 
ing to Chicago people. At present, however, 
oil men think the fight will be confined to 
Pennsylvania and the territory supplied with 
oll produced in that State. Little of that 
comes to Chicago, which, though an immense 
user of oll, draws most of its supplies from 
the Ohio field.

HE GETS GOUD PAY. 


OOUNTY TREASURER KOOHSPER- 
GER’S ALLOWANOE OF $6,000. 


He Secures That Sum for Acting as C01. 
lector~Law Gives Him One-fourth the 
Interest of Public Funds When Not in 
His Possession=He Is Said to Hava 

-Tald the Commissioners He Would Not 


Loan the Money, Thus Cutting Off the 
Interest. 

There 15 considerable gossip over the re- 
cent action of the County Board whereby 
Treasurer Kochersperger was allowed $5,000 
in cash, and if the facts will warrant an action 
it is probable an injunction will be obtained to 
restrain Mr. Kochersperger, as Treasurer of 
Cook County, from paying to Mr. Kochers. 
perger, as County Collector, $5,000 as com- 
pensation for services not provided for by 
law. The position to which Mr. Kochersper- 
ger recently has been elected is a kind of 
double headed affair. The law allows him a 
salary of $4,000 as Treasurer, but does 
not provide him a stated compensation 
as County Collector. He is allowed, however, 
one-fourth of the interest accruing on the 
public funds. Mr. Kochersperger is the first 
Treasurer to serve under the amended law, 
which allows the loaning of public funds and 
provides that three-fourths of the interest 
shall go to the county and one-fourth to the 
Treasurer. The old law contained no pro- 
vision as to loaning public funds, but it gen- 
erally has been supposed County Treasurers 
did loan them and that they pocketed all of 
the interest. There is little room for doubt- 
ing thé correctness of this supposition. Just 
how much has been secured from these funds 
is not known except to bankers and financiers 
on theinside. The Treasurer now will have 
to make a statement.and the people will know 
just bow much their money has earned. 


Makes Nearly $100,000, 


‘ During the last four years the amount de- 
rived from the interest has increased consid- 
erably, and it is said on reliable authority 
that late County Treasurer Charles Kern did 
not make much less than $100.000 out ot the 
money in his hands, On this basie Mr. 
Kochersperger, under the new law, will 
make something like $25,000 a year, 
In addition to this he will have his salary of 
$4,000 as County Treasurer and the County 
Boara has voted him an additional income 
of $5,000, placing Mr. Kochersperger 
in a position where he stands a chance of 
making $34,000 a year. There are some, 
however, who, ussert they believe the interest 
on the public funds will not amount to any- 
thing like $100,000; but assuming that the 
interest is $50,000 a year the Treasurer still 
would have an income of over $20,000, in- 
cluding his salaries as Treasurer and Collector. 
The law reads as follows: 

That the State Treasurer and every County 
City, Township, School. and Park Treasurer 
every other custodian of public funds who shall 
be hereafter elected, or appointed and quali 
shall at the end of each fiscal year account fot in- 
tereston the daily balances of the fund from 
timo to time in his custddy at a rate of not less 
than 2 per cent per annum, and as much higher 
as solvent banks are reasonably accessible 
pay on the daily balances of accounts that are 
subject to sight-draft or check. Three-fourths 
of such interest shall to the 
public and be added to nd; 
and the remaining one-fourth of such interest 
sball belong to such Treasurer or custodian and 
may be retained by him as extra compensation 
for the extra care and responsibility assumed in 
making the fand bear interest. Provided. t 
nothing herein contained shall be so constfued 
as to in any way release such Treasurer or cus- 
todian or his bondsmen from any liability: and 
provided further, that if any such reas- 
nrer or custodian shall keep such 
funds or any part thereof in his personal 
sion and not ina bank or on deposit for the pur- 
pose of receiving interest on the same and keep. 
the same in actual money and notin securities, 
and shall notin any way use such funds or any 
part thereof himself or receive any interest 
or thine of value or compensation for the 
use of said funds, or permit them 
to be used by any person. persons, copartuership, 
or corporation for his benefit, then he shall not 
be required to account for any interest in the 


4 funds so kept: Provided, no responsible deposi- 


tory accessible shall be willing to pay interest, 

and in that case he shall make, sign, and file an 

affidavit in the following form: of 
Affidavit ts Required, 


Then follows the form of the affidavit, in 
which the Treasurer is required to state the 
amount of money received and paid out with 
exhibits and to aver that he kept in his hands 
the daily balances and that he did not use the 
funds for his personal benefit. It willi be no- 
ticed the law seys that if the custodian or 
Treasurer shall keep the funds in his actual 
N and not receive interest on them, 

e shall not be required to account for any 
interest. 

Now, this is what the County Commission- 
ers say Mr. Kochersperger did as told by a 
member of the board: Mr. Kochersperger 
asked that we allow him a salary of $5,000 
as County Collector. The members of the 
board objected, and the Treasurer then 
said he would keep the money in his posses- 
sion in the vaults of the county. He said the 
county would lose three-fourths of the inter- 
est, while his loss would be only one-fourth. 
Under the law he has the right to retain the 
money in his possession if he so elects. We 
finaliy consented to allow the $5,000 salary.” 

The resolution passed by the County Board 
Tuesday provides that Mr. Kochersperger 
shall have the $5,000, providing the interest 
on the deposits exceeds $10,000. There is no 
question that it will. In the appropriation 
bill passed that day this item was included.

run. A few years ago Guatemala sent a small 
scientific expedition to that region to try and 
fix one or two points of this northern bound - 
aty. The boundary to the southeast was ac- 
curately fixed when the five republics we 
formed. but to the west there was always a 
question—from the westernmost extremity of 
the imaginary northern boundary and its in- 
tersection with the Usumacinta River. That 
river runs nearly north and south and was 
taken as the western boundary for part of its 
course. The southwestern corner of Guate- 
mala joins the District of Soconusco and the 
State of Chiapas. It will be remembered that 
this district and this State originally were a 
part of the territory of Guatemala, but were 
ceded to Mexico, the exact lines of limitation 
being left until a later date. It is precisely 
this District of Soconusco which has ever 
since been the bone of contention between the 
two countries. 

Bewlldering Mixture of Old and New.

than a dozen years ago. On the op- 
posite side of the valley pf Guatemala 
is Acua, 12,286 feet high. Altogether there 
have been counted in this gne republic nearly 
fifty great volcanoes. Guatemala also 
sesses some wonderfully beautiful lakes. 
Atitlanis, perhaps one of the most beautiful 
lakes in the world, has its level nearly a mile 
above the sea. It is nearly cross shaped and 
is surrounded by magnificent mountains of 
varying heights. A dozen villages of 
prosperous Indians are situated on its shores, 
and every traveler who has visited it has been 
lavish in his praise of its beauties. A peculiar- 
ity of this lake is that it contains no fish nor 
can fish be propagated in it, although the gov- 
ernment has tried again and again to stock it. 
There are numberless rivers, but none of 
great importance. 
Population Similar to Chicago's, 

The popuiation according to the census of 
1892 was 1,510,326, about the present popu- 
lation of the City of Chicago. This census 
comprises two different groups, the Ladinos 
and the Indians. In the group called Ladinos

dared to fix. Each of these cities is the center 
and capital of an independent race. One, 
that of the invader; the other, that of the in- 
vaded. So that as one studies the country it- 
self or its history one alternates between the 
new and the old in a most bewildering way. 
A Peep Into Guatemala. 
Guatemala is the most northern of the five 
Central-American Republies. Southeast it is 
bouhded by Honduras and Salvador and the 
Atlantic and Pacific Oceans and Republic of 
Mexico complete its remaining boundarics. 
Its area is estimated variously from 40,000 
to 60,600 square miles. Generally speaking 
it is a mountainous country, the coast, as in 
most tropical countries, however, stretch- 
ing between the sea mountain chains 
in broad and feftile plains. The 
interior presents large and well-defined pla- 
teaux, the height of which causes the climate 
neatly all the year around to be mild and 
pleasant. There is no winter, but instead, as 
in all tropic countries, there is a wet and dry 
season, the wet season beginning in May and 
ending in October. In the higher portions of 
the country the rainfall during the 
year varies between three and four 
feet, but on the coast it has 
been known to reach as much as fourteen feet 
in one year. The tainous character of 
the country provf hn vast variety of vege- 
tu ble products. Oaks, pinee, walnuts, and 
chestnuts grow as luturiantly in certain lo- 
calities as do ebony, rosewood, mahogany, 
satinwood, and an infinite number of tropic 
woods in other localities, while the coasts are 
fringed with a thousand varieties of 
palms. A great part of the country 
is covered with vast forests, fairly well sup- 
plied with small game. It is the paradise for 
birds. Thisis the chosen home of the loyal 
quetzeal, the Trodon resplendens, that bird 
whose plumage was sacredly set apart for the 
use of the Princes of the olden times and 
which has since been adopted by the republic 
as the chief among the insignia on its coat of 


arms.

By 
the very nature of the conquest the crossing 
of the Europeans and Indians was rapidly ac- 
complished. While it must be acknowledged 
that this mixture of the European and indig- 
enous races has not brought about either a 
lowering of mental faculties or an intellectual 
or moral debility, it has produced a race 
which possesses in high degree on the 
one hand the arrogance of the Spaniard and 
the indifference, seclusiveness,and almost me- 
chanical habits of the Indian. In this pe- 
culiar characteristic of the Guatemaltecan is 
to be found that ever living spark which con- 
tinually threatens to set the whole of Central 
America into a blaze, The Guatemaltecan 
is above all things arrogant. He believes 
himself and his country to be the best and the 
greatest which this world has ever produced. 
To him of right he believes belong all things 
which he may desire. He knows that he and 
he alone is fitted to govern the destinies of 
that whole territory which anciently was com- 
prised under the name of Gautemala, and he 
believes this in the face of the most patent and 
stubborn facts. It matters not to him 
that nearly one-half of his country, and that 
the most rich and fertile part, is but nominally 
his, for it is still in the hands of the uncon- 
quered aboriginal. It matters not tohim that 
the smaller republics to the southeast have 
once and again entered and conquered his 
country and imposed their generals as his 
governor, and that scarcely a quarter of a 
century haselapsed since he was able to 
throw off the yoke of Salvador. It matters 
not tohim that Mexico withits enormous 
resources Can pour an invading army three 
times as great as his own into his country, an 
army composed of soldiers as well fitted to 
cope with the physical conditions as his own. 
It matters not to him that his country is bur- 
dened with a debt that it cannot hope to pay. 
He atiil believes himself a citizen of the rich- 
est, strongest, and most perfect and powerful 
government on earth and will enter into a 
war with Mexico, should war come with a 
blind confidence in himself that would be sub. 
lime were it not almost farcical, 
War Footing of the Country. 

Ot the total population more than 1,000,- 
000 are Indians, and this figure includes the 
estimated population in the unconquered por- 
tion surrounding Lake Peten. Of the remain- 
ing 500,000 but a small percentage is un- 
mixed with Indian blood. The Indians live 
in tiny villages, which are often nothing but 
a handful of fragile huts scattered here 
and there among the forests or along 
the streams. These Indians, hile ir- 
telligent and industrious, have no 
special love or patriotism for Guatemala and 
the dispatches clearly show that to form an 
army it is necessary to resort to force con- 
scriptions. Two years ago the army was com- 
posed ot 495 general officers, 3,263 line offi- 
cers, and 53,903 soldiers. That is the war 
footing. The actual effective force on a 
peace standing amounted to less than 
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class of Indian always pays rather than sub- 
mit to the annoyanves of service and equally 
as a matter of course to anyone familiar with 
Guatemalan methods the money is far more 
acceptable than the service. 

Now, what does this service consist of? 
Usually in putting a piece of ribbon around 
the straw. hat, a belt with a bayonet around 
the waist, and shoulder ng a gun. These sol. 
diere are then kept in barracks in the nearest 
towns and actually serve as a sort of govern- 
ment police. It must be sale, however, and 
frankly acknowledged, that when these sol- 
diors are brought into battle they fight des- 
perately and courageously. 

In the City of Guatemala. 

When Alvarado conquered Guatemala he 
built a-city, which he called Almalonga, near 
the voleano Agua. Seventeen years later this 
volcano threw out a vast flood of water which 
entirely destroyed Alvarado’s city. The City 
of Antigua, as it is now called, was then built, 
but was destroyed by a terrific earthquake 
in 1774, and in the following year 
the capital was removed to Santiago de Gua- 
temala. Forty-five years previously a great 
cathedral had been erected there. This cathe- 
dral still stands one of the noblest and grand- 
est structures of modern fashion, modern, 
that is, as compared with the ancient works, 
in all Central America. The City of Guate- 
mala is about sixty-three miles from the 
Pacific Ocean and is reached by a well 
constructed narrow gauge railroad, 
the only one in the country. 
Ita population is about 75,000. It 
is a well laid out city with many large squares 
and nota few handsome buildings, notable 
among which is the National Theater. It has 
all theimprovements of modern civilization, 
electric lights, tram cars, hospitals, universi- 
ties, and hotels, and is especially noted for 
the large number of schools and for the excel- 
lence of its water service. Water is supplied 
to the city by two great aqueducts. 

The Minister of Public Works two years 
ago wrote as follows regarding the Indians: 

The Indians do not advance as rapidly as the 
whites or Ladanones. They are principally en- 
gaged in farming and in small commercial en- 
terprises in the interior, earning with ease their 
livelihood, avoiding all possible overwork, fol- 
lowing their daily passive routine, and generally 
without showing any desire to be © mixed 
in with the general movement of the country. 
The efforts of the government to instill into the 
Indians new customs, showing them new paths to 
tread, have been met with -but little reward, due 
to their systematic ways and unchangeable pro- 
clivities and ideas. There weigh upon the race 
certain natural habits which havea tendency to 
separate them from what is not their center or is 
not in accordance with their peculiar conditions. 
The race is kind hearted, respectful, and simple. 
Its numbers tive regardiess of the futurein homo- 
geneous groups without preoccupations and 
simply preserving their dialects and their cus- 
toms intact. Immovable, they do not take any 
part in the political and intellectual life of the 
country, but adhere tenaciously to their old 
habits and customs. They do not codperate 
actively in the progress of civilization, neither 
do they resist it. Notwithstanding, they furnish 
all the necessary work to make the soil produc- 
tive, and this alone creates the national wealth. 

The City of the Flowers. 

Lake Peten is about twenty-seven miles 
long by thirteen miles wide, and in the middle 
of it on an island is a city called Ciudad 
Flores, the City of Flowers. If Flores itself 
is not the mysterious silver city which was 
pointed out to Stevens a half a 
century ago from the distant mountain 
tops there is every reason to believe 
euch a city exists somewhere in that vast re- 
gion—a city in which the old traditions, old 
religion, and old customs still obtain. Tradi- 
tion has it that at the time of the conquest 
these Indians captured a Spanish cavalryman. 
He was wounded to death ana soon died; but 
his horse, a strauge animal to them, was 
taken to the main temple and there wor- 
shiped asa deity. The simple Indians made 
offerings to it of turtle doves and fragrant 
flowers and when the poor beast died it is said 
they took his body to a neighboring cave of 
Jobitzinal, where the drippings from the 
lir>-"tone rocks in course of time turned it to 
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and territory to the south. 
deed, not more than 20 per cent 
of the territory of Yucntan is in the 
actual possession of the Mexicans. All of the

their headquarters at a great city far in the 


south called Chan-Santa-Cruz, From this 
city in all directions stretch lines of pickets of 
a peculiar kind. On the extreme frontier 
an Indian is stationed provided with a 
huge bomb of rawhide filled with 
gunpowder, At the distance at which the ex- 
plosion of this bomb can be heard is stationed 
another picket similarly provided, and so on 
down the line as far as the capital. In case 
of an attempt to penetrate their country by 
force the first picket explodes his bumb and 
at once starts running in the direction of the 
capital. As the sound travels the successive 
pickets also explode their bombs, and thus 
the news is spread over a vast territory. 

The peninsula of Yucatan is simply filled 
with the ruins of enormous cities ot the old 
Maya race—ruins of wonderful beauty and 
enormous size.

The capital city of the same name with the 
State is connected with the republic by rail. 
It is a beautiful city, located in the Valley of 
Oaxaca, which is of such surpassing beauty 
that Cortez selected it as the site of his Mar- 
quisate, the title granted him by Spain bemg 
Marquis of the Valley. From thiscity a good 
road stretches to the southeast to Tehuante- 
pec, also a large and populous city, and from 
this city the road continues through Chiapas 
into Guatemala. Now, down in the south- 
east corner of Chiapas and south of the 
city of Tapachula lies a small but 
rich district called.

North of these Indians stretches the great 
peninsula of Yucatan, the home of the Maya 
race. In 1847 this race arose in rebellion 
and destroyed nearly all the cities and villages 
of the whites and completely and forever shut 
off their advance into the rich forest 
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destroyed by Guatemala and the abandon- 
ment by Guatemala of all of the remaining 
territory or of any claim thereto, and it is 
upon this proposition and Guatemaia’s re- 
fusal to entertain it that war is now talked of. 

Arrogant Guatemala cannot forget it once 
in name at least owned this district, and now 
that it has become valuable and accessible it 
wants it to replenish its coffers depleted by 
Presidents, pretenders, and officeholders of 
high and low degree for many years. When 
Rufino Barrios was President he sent millions 
of dollars out of the country. He 
was killed in 1885 at the bat⸗- 
tle of Cachuhualta, it is said, 
by officers of his own army. At this time 
there was about $600,000 in the National 
Treasury, and the Secretary of the Interior 
went post haste from the fatal field to the 
city, looted thissum from the Treasury, and 
fled the country.

The Indians of Chiapas and of Oax- 
aca, and, indeed, of nearly all the Mexican 
States, except Yucatan, are in full patriotic 
sympathy with their country. They are un- 
like the mild and indifferent Indians of Gua 
temala. ; 

This whole boundary question is merely a 
subterfuge. It was nominally fixed as long ago 
as 1772, but until the whole country passes 
thoroughly into the possession of the white 
man and the surveyor can with safety 
run his lines and establish his mon- 
uments these boundaries must remain 
purely imaginary. The real facts are that 
Guatemala has never lost its hope of binding 
all of the smaller republics into one, with 
itself as the head, If it is true, as stated, that 
Honduras, Nicaragua, and Salvador have 
agreed to assist Guatemala in case of a con- 
flict with Mexico, then it is all the more 
certain that Guatemala hopes in case of success 
to turn and devour its quondam allies, 
and in case of failure to so involve them that 
they will per force come to it for altiance and 
protection. On the other hand, Mexico has so 
far recovered from its own political and finan- 
cial troubles that it feels itself able to admin- 
ister to Guatemala a lesson which it richly 
deserves. Such a war too would serve to fix 
more firmly than ever the ascendency 
of Porfirio Diaz as virtual ruler of the coun- 
try for lite. He is a strong man and knows 
his strength and is not afraid to realize that 
he is largely responsible for Mexico's pros- 
perity. Mexico is equally willing to acknow!- 
edge this. And should he take the field 
he could draw three-quarters of Mex- 
ico behind him. From the nature of 
the country, should there be war, 
it could be prolonged almost indefinitely; but 
ultimately Mexico, it seems certain, would be’ 
able to pour such a flood of men into the 
country and to attach to itself allies as it ad- 
vanced that it could absolutely occupy and 
control the whole country as far as the Co. 
lombian frontier, if necessary. 


JAPANESE WARSHIPS AT WEI HAI WEI. 


Further Details of the Battle of Fai 
Cheng— These in Comm ud. 
Hrrosuma, Jan. 26.—A diepatch received at 
the Japanese headquarters from Admiral Ito 
announces that the Chinese warships are still 
lying in the harbor of Wei Hai Wei, and he 
adds that the Chinese forts and torpedo boats 
opened fire on the Japanese fleet Monday, 
Jan. 21, but without effect. The firing men- 
tioned in the dispatch from Yung Cheng Ken 
was undoubtedly the ineffective cannonade 
announced by Admiral Ito, and the electric 
lights which the Japanese outposts saw in the 
direction of Wei Hai Wei must have been 
those of the Chinese warships and forts which 
were turned upon the Japanese fleet. 

Yorouama, Jan. 26,—A dispatch received 
here from Gen. Nodzu gives details of the 
fighting which occurred between Japanese 
and Chinese troops at Hai Cheng. He says 
the Japanese waited until the Chinese were 
within. 600 yards of their position and then a 
large portion of the Fifth Brigade, with a 
battalion of the Nineteenth Infantry, sup- 
ported by three batteries of artillery, charged 
the Chinese left flank. The enemy, taken by 
surprise, fled in confusion toward tne north- 
east and Newchwang. The Chinese prisoners 
who were captured say the Chinese attack 
was conducted by Gens. Chang Shung and 
Iku Tang. The Chinese numbered 20,000 
men. 

Official dispatches which have been received 
here from Yung Cheng Ken says the second 
batch of Japanese transports completed the 
landing of the troops by noon Jan, 22. The 
enemy made but little resistance, These dis- 
patches add during the afternoon of Jan. 21 
heavy firing was heard in the direction of Wei 
Hai Wei and the Japanese outposts. In the 
evening it was reported that the flashing of 
electric lights could be seen in the same direc- 
tion. 

Toxro, Jan. 26.—Gen, Nodzu reports that 
8,000 Chinese troops commanded by Gens. 
Sung and Chang arein the vicinity of Ying 
Kow. The General adds that Gen. Heu has 
occupied Newchwang. Healso reports that 
the Chinese yesterday renewea the attack 
upon Hai Cheng and were repulsed after a 
short engagement.

Dupuy Ministry and is now 
holding over in that office; M. Leygues held 
the position of Minister of Public Instruction 
in the same Cabinet, and M. Chautemps, who 
represet ts one of the divisions of Paris in the 
Chamber of Deputies, is classed as a Re- 
publlcan-Radical-Socialist and is in favor 
of a revision of the Constitution in a most 
democratic sense, by a Constitutional Assem- 
bly, the suppression of the Senate and the 
suppression of the Presidency of the Republic, 
and other radical reforms of a like nature, 

The press, as a rule, regard the selection of 
M. Ribot for the Premiership with disfavor 
and doubt if he will be able to form a Cabi- 
net. Doubt is expressed if he can obtain a 
majority in the Chamber of Deputies even if 
he is successful in forming a ministry. In 
any case it is understood that the proposed 
income tax will be dropped and that a pro- 
posal for partial amnesty will be introduced,

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LEADING FINANOIAL PAPER PRE. 
~ DIOTS A MONETARY PANIC. 


Affairs in the United States Cau<e It to 
Discuss the Possibility of Flein 
New Loan in Europe—It Believes such 
Could Net Be Negotiated Except at a 
Higher Interest Rate than 3 Per Cent= 
This Country Does Not Owe Enough to 
Account for the Big Drain. 

Lonpow, Jan. 26.—[Copyright, 1895, by 
the Press Publishing Company, New York 
World.]—The Statist, the leading financial 
paper of London, discusses the financial situ- 
ation in the United States today in three lead- 
ing articles. It says semi-official inquiries 
have been made of London bankers as to the 
possibility of placing a new loan in Europe, 
but it believes such a loan could not be ne- 
gotiated, except at a higher rato of interest 
than 8 per cent. The chief reasons for this 
belief are that foreign bankers are convinced 
that the present American Congress will do 
nothing to relieve the Treasury, that the next 
Congress, even if cailed in extra session, will 
only act after long debate, if even then satis- 
factorily, that meauwhile the drain of gold 
will steadily continue, and that still aaother 
loan will be necessary. 

„With the prospect of continuous borrow- 
ing, says the Statist, lenders of course will 
insist upon better terms. The Statist insists 
that the United States does not owe enough 
abroad to account for the drain towards Eu- 
rope of $250,000,000 within a year, and 
therefore that gold “is now coming away, 
not because of an adverse debt balance, but 
because of the redundancy of the currency 
ana the widespread distrust.” . 

If neither this nor the next Congress passes 
a satisfactory bill, or if the mints should be 
reopened to the free coinage of silver, the 
Statist predicts a monetary panic, with gold 
at a premium. The latter result it considers 
certain whenever the government etops bor- 
rowing and its gold reserve diseppears. In 
another article the Statist advises abstention 
from the purchase of all American railway 
securities until there are clear indications of 
wise and vigorous dealing with the currency 
problem by Congress. It notes that there is 
now practically no speculation in them in the 
London market. 

England Wants the Medals. 


Letters are appearing in the London press 
bitterly complaining of the delay of the Amer- 
jean Government to furnish the medals and 
diplomas awarded to exhibiters at the World’s 
Fair in Chicago. Mr. Wood, the Secretary 
of the British Commission, says in the Times:

The monastery of La Rabida was built, it is 
thought, to commemorate virtues of a daugh- 
ter of the Emperor Trajan, and it was dedi- 
cated to Proserpine, a statue in marble of that 
goddess, wearing a cloak of silver, being 
piaced on the altar. When a criminal sought 
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he who first suggested the idea of such an ex- 
hibit and with those connected with him the 
idea was carried out to success. To compass 
this success he and his associates were 
obliged to visit Spain and Ital} and to ran- 
sack all the libraries and museums of the old 
world, including the Papal archives of the 
Vatican. They had to trace the footsteps of 
Columbus in the islands and on the continent 
of America and examine all the portable 
vestiges of him that remained—first ascer- 
taining the existence of the treasures, locat- 
ing their whereabouts one by one, and begging, 
borrowing, buying. and everything but steal- 
ing them. In quest of rare manuscripts they 
hobnobbed with ancient grandees at the court 
of Spain, knelt at the feet of the Pope to as- 
sure him on their knees in the name of the 
State Department they would keep safe and 
return the precious papers and documents 
which might be loaned them from the Vatican.

There are three rooms in the Field Colum-

The Decades of the new world of West India 
concerning the navigations and conquestes of 
the Spanyardes, witb a particular description of 
the most ryche and large landes and islands late- 
ly found in the West Ocean pertayning to the in- 
heritance of the Kynges of Spayne. In which the 
diligent reader may not only consider what com- 
moditie may hereby chaunce to the whole Chris- 
tian worlde in tyme to come, but also learne 
many secreates touching the lande, the sea, and 
the starres, very necessaric to be known to all 
such as shal attempte any navigation, or other- 
wise have delite to beholde the strange and won- 
derful workes of God,and nature. 

Written in the Latin tongue by Peter Martyn 
of Algeria and translated into Englysshe by Rich- 
ard Eden, Londini, in edibus Guilhelmi Powell, 
Anno 1555. 

There are in the collection views of nearly 
every place and building in Italy, Spain, 
Portugal, and elsewhere in Europe in auy 
manner identified with the personality aud 
» history of Columbus, and views likewise of 
all the spots visited by Columbus and scenes 
rendered notable by his triumphs in the Weat 
Indies and on the South American continent, 
These latter were secured by Frederick A. 
Ober, who wentto the West Indies in the 


spring of 1891 and followed the track of Co-

Milwaukee Municipal League Favors the 
Two Branch Council Plan. 

Mirwavuxez, Wis., Jan. 26.—[Special.]— 
The Legislative committee of the Municipal 
League has prepared a bill to present to tho 
Legislature which will make a radical change 
in the government of cities of the first class 
in Wisconsin. It provides that all such cities 
shall be governed by two bodies, instead of 
one as now, to be called a Board of Coun- 
cilors and a Board of Aldermen. The Board 
of Councilors shall consist of nine citizens, to 
be elected at the next charter election, and 
every two years thereafter. They shall 
hold their office for two years. The 
Board of Aldermen shall consist of two 
citizens from each ward to be elected every 
two years. All laws, ordinances, regulations, 
resolutions, and by-laws shall be passed by an 
affirmative vote of a majority of each board, 
and shall be signed by the Mayor. When of- 
ficers are to be elected, appointed, or con- 
firmed by the Common Council, the two 
boards shall meet in joint convention for that 
purpose. It is hoped the councilors will be a 
restraining influence on the Aldermen and 
will prevent the wasteful expenditure of city 
m 


oney.

ARGUE THE DEBSCASE 


NINETEEN MEN ARRAIGNED ON THE 
OONSPIRAOY OHARGES. 


Mr. Milchrist Talks for the Government, 
Followed by Mr. Darrow for the Strik- 
ers- The Latter Is Rebuked by Judge 
Grosscup for Unéomplim y Refer- 
ences to His Opposing Counsel Card, 
of Admission to the Trial Will Be Is- 
sued on Account of the Crowd, 


Monday morning the taking of evidence in 
the conspiracy trial of the American Railway 
Union strikers will begin in Judge Grosscup’s 
court. Yesterday morning the counsel for 
both sides made their opening arguments. 
There were nineteen men arraigned before the 
court—Eugene V. Debs, George W. Howard, 
L. W. Rogers, Sylvester Keliber, James 
Hogan, William Burns, Roy Good win, Martin 
J. Elliott, William F. MeMean, James Mer- 
vin, Jean Wormser, Edward S. Kdgerly, 
James J. Hannahan, John Burke, Tony Gep- 
per, John Dusenfants, Moses Anner, Dennis 
Larkin, and James McDonald. 

Mr. Milchrist opened for the government, 

He recited briefly the charges contained in the 
indictment, alleging conspiracy to obstruct 
and to interfere with the mails of the United 
States, and quoted tne statutes covering 
the offenses, The government would prove 
that all of the men were engaged in 
such a conspiracy, and the overt acts commit- 
ted by some of the defendants were in accord- 
ance with that conspiracy, and the officers of 
the American Railway Union, conducting the 
strike of last summer, had by their acts and 
orders directed the others to the commission 
of the overt acts of obstructing the trains car- 
rying the United States mail. He then took 
up the offense of James Mervin in throwing a 
switch beforea moring train, and in turn re- 
counted the various offenses charged against 
the defendants in the indictment, Mr. Mil- 
christ said that interference with any part of 
a train haulmg a mail coach constituted an 
interference with the mails. 
Clarence S. Darrow followed for the de- 
fense. He said that if Mr. Milchrist declared 
that the railroads had nothing to do with the 
prosecution of the defendants he was misféad- 
ing the jury and was himself buta puppet in 
the hands of the railroads. He was free to 
admit that the mails were delayed during the 
strike, but not as a result of a conspiracy to 
obstruct or delay the passage of the mails, If 
any such conspiracy existed it existed among 
the General Managefs of the railroads, who 
entered into such a conspiracy in order 
to have a club to swing over the 
men and to bring them to terms. 
There was no intent on the part of the men 
concerned with the strike to commit any 
crime * the government. They advised 
over and over again that there be no interfer- 
ence with the mail trains, and not a single il- 
legal act can be traced to them. Ik violators 
of the laws against the United States are to 
be sought out so „n by govern- 
ment officials they could find that one of the 
leading counsel for the government in this 
case has been violating the law for years. 

Judge Grosscup interrupted Mr. Darrow 
and requested that he donot referin such 
terms to an opposing counsel. 

Mr. Harper followed in behalf of James J. 
Hannahan, who he said represented an or- 
ganization—the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Firemen—against whom the Ai. .sican Rail- 
way Union waged as fierce a war as it did 
against the railroads, and Mr. Hannahan’s 
act in inducing two members of his organiza- 
tion to quit an engine was to save them from 
the fury and violence of a mob of the strikers. 

The other counsel declined to open their 
side of the question until after the govern- 
ment had submitted its testimony. 

Judge Grosscup, on account of the small 
size — the court chamber, directed the Mar- 
shal and Cierk to issue cards of admission 
during the trial to those who were entitled to 


attend the trial.

| ON SECRET SOCIETIES 


AROBBISHOP KATZbR’S LETTER TO 
“BE READ TODAY, 


| Text of It Herewith<It Warns. Catholics 
of the Milwankee Archdiocese Against 
Organizations Conspiring Against the 
Charch or the State«Ti.se That Must 
Ke Obeyed Before Ecclesiastical Author- 
ity~Those That Exact Blind Obedience 
and Those with Ritual—Visit to Rome. 


Miwauxer, Wis., Jan. 26.—[Special Cor - 


res pondence.]— The long-looked-for pastoral 
of Archbishop Katzer on tne secret society de- 
cree and other matters of importance to the 
Archdiocese of Milwaukee will be read in al! 
of the Catholic churches in the diocese tomor- 
row, and it contains matters which not only will 
be a surprise to the iaymen but the clergy- 
men as well, The clergymen will be surprised 
in the appointment of the Rev. A. F. Schin- 
ner as administrator of the diocese during 
the absence of the Archbishop and Mgr. 
Zeininger at Rome. It was supposed 
that the Rev. P. M. Abbalen 
would be given this important office and no 
one dreamed that Father Schinner, who is a 
young man without much experience in 
church affairs, would be given so important 
acharge. He has been secretary to the Arvh- 
bishop for three years. 

Archbishop Katzer’s explanation of the de- 
cree in regard to secret societies is sweeping 
and condemns not only the Knights 
the Odd Fellows, and 
Sons of Temperance, but also all 
secret societies which come under the 
head of four rules which he lays down. He 
also charges his people not to allow their 
names to be submitted for membership in 
any secret society without first receiving 
advice of their pastors as to whether it isa 
society which is allowed or not. 
Disobedience to Ecclesiastical Authority. 

That part of the pastoral which refers to 
the secret societies is as follows: 

** Durmg the last years the church of God 
was grieved by many a scandal, and had to 
lament many an example of disobedience to 
the ecclesiastical authority. We, however, re- 
joice, being able to inform the Holy Father 
that the priests and people of the Archdiocese 
of Milwaukee are anxious to abide in charity, 
in harmony, and.in obedience. Hence we 


also ho yea, we are firmly convinced— 
that all our Cathoiic men will stand 
the test which will be applied to 
them. You have already heard of a 


decision which was issued by the highest tri- 
bunial in eeclesiastical matters. It refers to the 
prohibition of certain societies. We eommu- 
Uicate to you the contents of this decision. It 
is directed to the Apostolic delegate.” 

Here the Archbishop quoted the Monaco 
letter condemning the Knights of Pythias, the 
Odd-Fellows, and the Sons of Temperance, 
which already has been published, Arch- 
bishop continued: 

“This decision, dearly beloved, contains 
nothing new and nothing to cause surprise, 
forlong since and repeatedly the Catholic 
Church has declared she considers these so- 
cieties illicit and forbidden which, first, unite 
their members for the purpose of conspiri 
against the church or State; second, deman 
the observance of secrecy to such an extent 
that it must be maintained even before the 
rightful ecclesiastical authority; third, exact 
an oath of their members of a promise of 
blind obedience; fourth, make use of a ritual 
ard ceremonies that constitute their sects. 

„Plain and intelligible though these rules 
were, the question easily arose in regard to 
certain societies whether or not these rules 
found application in their instance. Rome 
has now epoken with relation to the three so- 
cieties mentioned and there can no longer be 
any doubt the true and firm Catholic will not 
hesitate. a moment in his attitude towards 
them. 

Expected of the Faithful. 


“ Dearly beloved, you have, perhaps, in good 
faith entered one of these societies; show to 
the world the example of a chiid-like, truly 
Christian obedience and even the wor!d will 
not withhold from you its respect for it. Do 
not listen to what they will tell you, who have 
no idea of the higher, divine mission of the 
church; do not be influenced by remarks that 
may be made by those with whom yau must 
have intercourse, but prove yourselves to 
be obedient children of the church which 
Jesus Christ has founded; do not choose by 
human considerations, but as your eternal 
welfare demands. Be convinced that this de- 
cision was not given rashly or lightly or 
without weighty reasons. For many years 
the Archbishops of this country have consid- 
ered the question in their meetings. They have 
also taken counsel with their suffragan 
Bishops. They have to the best of their knowl- 
edge expiained their reasons for and against 
a prohibition to the Holy See, and finally left 
the decision to the supreme judge of the 
church; The Holy Father himself re- 
ferred the in vestiga on to the 
Cardinals that constitute tne holy office. 
These Cardinals are men of great knowledge 
and experience; men who certainly gave their 
decision only upon mature reflection and 
after having duly ascertained the facts; men 
who in an affair of such moment were con- 
scious of their great responsibility and who 
issue such a decree only when they recognize 
it to be their duty. The decision of these men, 
moreover, was sanctioned and approved by the 
supreme teacher of the church; how can a 
true Catholic then hesitate to submit uncon- 
ditionally ? 

Hence we expect with all confidence of 
the Catholics of our archdiocese that they will 
accept this decision in a spirit of. filial obedi- 
ence and eager submission; of those who are 
np ot members that they will never join any of 

ese societies;Sof those who have joined 
that they will leave them in obedience to the 
church and thus courageously and honorably 
make a public profession of theit faith. 


What Societies Are Forbidden. 


„We also avail ourselves of this opportu- 
nity to dispel an error under which many 
labor, imagining only those societies to be 


forbidden which are mentioned by name as 


such. A society is forbidden if its nat- 
ure is of the kind to include 
it in the rules laid down above. A Catholic 


cannot become a member of such a society; 


having become a member, he cannot be ab- 
solved unless he severs all connection with it. 


We take occasion to exhort all our Catholics 


and to conjure them by the love for their 
church to hold aloof from ali such associations 
and not to have their nemes submitted for ad- 
mission into any of the numerous secret 
orders without having sought advice from us 
through their pastor.

business from the East. The foads 
running west from Chicago were 
averse to advancing the rates, 
ns the rates during the last two years had 
been unusually low on account of the com- 
petition between the Southern Pacific and the 
steam and clipper ship lines from New York 
and other Eastern seaboard points. But when 
they found the Southern Pacific made de- 
mands for a lower rate from New York via 
its Sunset route than are made from Chica 
go, Mississippi and Missouri River points 
they interposed objections and declined to 
further consider the Southern Pacifie’s prop- 
osition unless it conceded a lower rate from 
and points west thereof than is mace 
from New York and Eastern points. With 
equal rates the Southern Pacitie durmg the 
last two years has managed to get more than 
80 per cent of the busin from Eastern 
points to California, and the other roads felt, if 
they acceded to the latest de aand of the Cali- 
fornia monopoly, it would get the whole of 
and thus prevent Western mer- 
ed in California trade from com- 

peting with tern concerns. 
Thus matters came to a deadlock for quite 
a while, but two weeks ago the Southern Pa- 
cific managed to boring about another meet- 
ing with a view of advancing the rates, It 
modified its previous demands materiatly, and 
finally a compromise was made and a mini- 
mum rate of 50 cents on ali freight for 
which the rate was less than 50 cents was 
agreed upon from New York, Chicago, Mis- 
sissippi River, and Missouri River points to 
California terminal points. It was also 
agreed to raise the carload weight from 20,- 
000 pounds to 22,000 pounds, to give the 
railroads more revenue on carioad traffic. 
Since then the time of the meeting was spent 
in checking the new rates and preparimg the 

tariffs to go into effect Feb. 1. 

A day or two ago another row was precipita- 
ted by the demand of the Southern Pacitic, 
that on business from Pittsburg. Buffaio, and 
other interior points the local rates from such 
points to Chicago or St. Louis be added to 
the agreed rate from Chicago and points west 
thereof. The Western roads would not agree 
to this because it would enabie shippers and 
merchants at interior points east of Chicago 
to ship freight to Califoinia at less rates via 
New York than to ship directly via Chicago, 
St. Louis, or Missouri River points. Finding 
that the Chicago roads were determined to 
protect the interests of Western merchants at 
ali bazards, the Southern Pacific receded 
from its position and the matter was adjusted 
by the adoption of tne following resolution: 

Resolved, That Atlantic seaboard agreed rates 
to Pacific coast terminals. as in effect from time 
to time by all rail lines. subject to a minimum of 
75 cents per 100 pounds, but not in excess of 
lowest combinations of locals, may be applied on 
west-bound traffic from intermediate points to 
Pacific coast terminals. This to apply from the 
territory on and east of the west line of Missouri 
River territory and cu and west of Atlantic sea-

‘derstanding that Union Pacific rates to Puget 
Sound points should not go in the rate sheet. 
The Northern Pacific claims to have the right 
to exclude other roads which have to use its 
tracks from * 2 Sound points and the 
courts ha ve al ren decided that it has the 
right to keep the Union Pacific out of its ter- 
ritory. The latter road is rather inconsistent 
in taking the position it does, as it persistently 
refuses to let Western roads ticket 
business from Denver and Ogden via the 
Oregon Short Line, Western railroad officials 
say they propose to stick to this agreement 
_andif the Union Pacific shows fight they are 
ready to meet it jointly and individually. 
They think the Union Pacific is simply look- 
ing for pretexts to keep out of the new asso- 
ciation and proposes to continue to act as a 
free lance. The opinion is gaining ground 
more and more that the receiver’s main ob- 
ject is to wreck the property and thus get rid 
of its government debt.

C. F. White, Ald. John O'Neill, and . Irving 
Pearce.

“The Amateur Emigrant,” 
BY 
Robert Louis Stevenson. 


HE Amateur Emigrant is the 
first book of Mr. Stevenson’s pub- 
lished since the author’sdeath. As 
a matter of fact, the book was writ- 
ten in 1879. Much more recently it was put 
into the publishers’ hands. Its appearance at 
this time, hot from the press, while Steven- 

soniana are enjoying unusual vogue, may 
very likely be set down to the enterprise of 

those persons. 2 

But it. is a precious book, not at all un wor- 
thy of the master’s hand. It is not a novel, 
but a description of a voyage by Mr. Steven- 
son (was it his first one) from the Clyde 
to Sandy Hook,” in company with the steer- 
age passengers. Not poverty, but the spirit 
of adventure and the thirst for new experi- 
ences lay at the bottom ofthe venture. I 
was not, in truth,” the author says, a steer- 
age passenger. Althungh anxious to see the 
worst of steerage life, I had seme work to 
tinish on the voyage and was advised to go by 
the second cabin, where at least I should have 
a table at command.” But it appeared that 
in the arrangement of this rticular ship 
the second cabin was a modi oasis in the 
very heart of the steerage.” So that 
the writer, if not of was in that unhappy class 
of voyagers separated by the thipnest and 
most insubstantial ef partitions from their 
daily life, witness to and in some degree 
sharer of their hardships and sufferings. He 
could “hear the steerage passengers bemg 
sick, the rattle of tin dishes as they sat at 
meais, the varied accents in which they con- 
versed, the erying of the terrified children 
or the clean, flat smack of the parental hand 
in chastisment.”’ 

Hunself had thick stoneware dishes at ta- 
ble and a better regimen by the fraction of a 
fraction. Thus, he says, at breakfast we 
had a choice between tea coffee, 
a choice not easy to make, the two were 
so surprisingly alike.” The dinner was 
“exactly common to the steerage 
second cabin; only I have heard it rumored 
that our potatoes were of a superior brand.“ 
At tea Mr. Stevenson and his fellows were 
served with some broken ‘meat from the 
saloon.“ But otherwise he was to all pur- 
poses steerage, what other difference there 

have beeu being altogether of sentiment. 

“In the steerage there are males 
and females; in the second cabin ladies 
and gentlemen. For some time after I came 
aboard I thought I was oglya male, but in 
the course of a voyage of discovery between 
decks I came upon a brass plate and learned 
that I was still a gentleman. Nobody knew 
it, of course, I was lost in the crowd of males 
and females and vigorously confined to the 
same quarter of the deck. . .. Moving 
among my inferiors with simplicity, not so 
much as a swagger, to indicate thatI was a 
gentleman after all and had broken meat to 
tea. Still I was like a patent of nobility in a 
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drawer at home and when I felt out of spirits 


cou'd go down and refresh myself with a look 
at that brass plate. 


The work Mr. Stevenson had to finish on 
the voyage must have left him plenty of 
leisure for observation and notification; how 
else to explain The Amateur Emigrant.“ 
Nothing on board ship escaped his eye. He 
found the party in the second cabin not with- 
out interest. Perhaps not even in the saloon 
was there as much good will and character. 
There was a mixed crowd of Swedes, Danes, 
and Norsemen. There were a Scots mason 
“known from his favorite dish as Irish stew, 
three or four nondescript Scots, a fine young 
Irishman,” and a remarkable pair of Zubians, 
one of whom was Scotch and the other, 
who claimed to be an American, ad- 
mitted after some fencing that he was 
born in England, and ultimately proved* 
to be an Irishman, dorn and matured, 
but ashamed to own his country. 
Then there was a pewly married couple, whose 
manners and stories recalied to the author 
many a schooi idyll of his Scottish youth. 

Another passenger was an old iady, who 
by her own word, had left her husband and 
was traveling on to Kansas by herself. But 
herein her word was soon contradicted by 
the testimony of her appearance. Nature 
seemed to have sanctified her for the single 
state. Even thecolor of her hair was in- 
— 1 with matrimony. .. . She 
was ill, poor thing; her soul turned from the 
viande ; the dirty table cloth shocked her like 
an impropriety, and the whole strength of 
her endeavor was bent upon keeping her 
watch true to Glasgow time till she should 
reach New York. They had heard reports, 
her husband and she, of some unwarrantable 
disparity of hours between these two cities, 
and, with a spirit commendably scientific 
had — on this occasion to put them to the 
proof. 

These and other of the author's shipmates 
are preserved in the clear amber of his de- 
scription. In this little world the author re- 
volved for the space of ten days, his eye ever 
open for the picturesque, his heart ready to 
hear the tale of oppression and injustice, his 
rich mind and ready ey of men to em- 
balm each experience with his own kindly de- 
lightful pifilosophy. He records in one cha p- 
ter his Karly Impressions of his fellow. 
passengers and of ship life between decks, 
Another chapter is of ‘* Steerage Scenes, 
another of Steerage Types.” In The 
Sick Man he tells a wonderful tale of the 
rarity of human charity, which dispiays itself 
nowhere more than in the floating autocracy 
called an ocean steamer, 

But perhaps the chapter of most vital gen- 
eral interest is that entitled Personal Ex- 
perience and Review.“ which is a sufficientiy 
frank record of the author’s own reflections 
on finding himself in such a novel situation.

' Burope, in stray quarters of Asia, in Aus- 
tralia, or New Zealand, on scores upon scores 
of rail way systems, that I had to come to 
this local republic to find the very perfection 
of railway traffic, and, indeed, of rapid tran- 
git in all its varied forms, Now ail these in- 
formants of mine I take to be tarred with the 
gaine brush as myself, They have been bred 
to a certain system, as I have, and, like my- 
gelf, they are incurably wedded to it. 

Mr. Chauncey Depew, to take a very noted 
example, has traveled a good deal in Europe, 
as everybody knows, and he has lately been 
exaltmmg the American railway system at the 
expense of the English and the continental, 
From an American point of view I have no 
doubt but he is quite right; but from an En- 
glishman’s point of view his laudations of his 
own method and his detraction of ours seem 
entirely unreasonable. He is not likely to 
change his opinion for anything I may say, 
and I am sure I am not likely to change my 
own. It is not lor us so much a matter of 
national prejudice as of daily use and want. 

Ihave just traveled from Toronto to Chi- 
cago. by the Grand Trunk railway, and I have 
never in my life, in any part of the world, 
made a more comfortiess or unsatisfactory 
journey. One encounters the national inso- 


. lence on the French railways; the German 


officialg are notoriously brutal; in Spain, 
Italy, Turkey, and other countries which, from 
our point of view, are only as yet partially 
civilized, the traveler, however cosmopolitan 
and complacent, occasionally feels his temper 
stirred by official stupidity ana meddlesome- 
ness. But taking them altogether, after a 
three months’ experience, I will bank the 
American railway officials against the world 
for a careless. indifference to the comfort of 
the people over whom they rule, and for an 
habitual, calm, overmastering insoience of 
demeanor, ? 

There is nothing in the world like the darky 
autocrat aboard a railway train. He takes 
you in charge absolutely, and domineers over 
you with pilacidity ana trained conscious 
mas ip, which is almost as comic as it is 
offensive. I remember the train de luxe be- 
tween» Paris and Monte Carlo, over which I 
have traveled, I aare say, a score of times, I 
recall the excellent dining accommodation; 
the no less excellent accom modation for sieep- 
ers; the decency, the elegance of all the ap- 
pointmen the perfect table service, the 
civility willingness of all officials, high 
and low, and I wonder that anybody who has 
had the opportunity of contrasting that splen- 
did service with the slovenly American meth- 
ods can approve the latter. 


There is one thing which, to my mind, sim- 
ply, I suppose, asa matter of education, is 


downright intolerable. There are no sepa- | 


rate compartments for men and women, and 
last night I had to put myself to bec in the 
presence of three ladies and under circum- 
stances which were certainly embarrassing. 

I found myselt in a kind of berth one uses

Tue election law requires the ballets to be 
preserved for six months and then destroyed, 
except in cases of election contests, The 
Committee on Law Reform of the State Bar 
Association has prepared an amendment ex- 
tending this exception to cases of prosecution 
for offenses committed at the election. This 
will apply to poll-books as well as ballots. 
Recent experiences have shown the necessity 
fer a provision of this nature, and also for 
one which will make it impossible for Elec- 
tion Commissioners to withhold from a grand 
jury ballots and poll-books in their custody 
which will furnish necessary evidence against 
dishonest election judges and clerks. 


TRIAL OF CONTESTED ELECTION CASES. 

The Committee on Law Reform of the State 
Bar Association has prepared a bill to amend 
the election contest law. The points as given 
in a brief telegraphic summary are these: 

To extend the jurisdiction of the Cireuit Court 
to contests of elections of Mayors of cities, Presi- 
dents of County Boards, and Presents of vil- 
lages, expediting the triat of contested election 
cases by allowing the hearing to be had in vaca- 
tem as well as during a term of court, and giving 
them preference over other cases. 


This is good as far as it goes, but if the ab- 
stract is complete it does not go far enough. 
There are two grave defects in the present 
law—if it can be called a law. One is that a 
contest where the Mayoralty is involved can 
be had only before the Judge of the County 
Court. ‘Bhat Judge in this county has a great 
deal of regular business to attend to, and if 
he is a partisan unfriendly to the litigant he 
can use that cegular business as a pretext and 
put off a hearing for an indefinite period. If 
on one occasion some years ago Judge Smith 
had been given the certificate and Harrison 
had contested the court might have been 
more expeditious. 

But the present law is defective also in that 
it allows a defendant to make unlimited use 
of ali those arts of delay Which seem to be 
connected with chancery practice. Thus 
even if a contest suit were brought before a 
Judge who had no other case on his docket, 
who was rigidly impartial, and who was an- 
imated by a desire to have the matter settled 
as quickly as possible, many months might 
slip by before it was possible to reach a decis- 
ion. Take an extreme case. The Town As- 
sessor is elected in April. He sets t6 work on 
the assessment almost immediately. If a 
candidate defeated by gross traud were to file 
his bill the day after election the law gives the 
defendant a full month in which to answer. 
By the time that answer was filed the defend- 
ant would have gone a good ways towards 
completing the assessment. 

The bill, an abstract of which is given, is a 
good one in that it makes it possible to bring 


suit before a Judge of the Circuit Court, 


which protably meansa Judge of the Supe- 
rior Court also. It is a good measure in that 
it gives a contest the preference over other 
suits and permits it to be heard in vacation. 
But that is not enough. There does not seem 
to be a recognition of the essential aiffere nce 
between a suit to get possession of a piece of 
land which will not disappear, no matter how 
long the litigation lasts, and which is not im- 
probably growmg in vaue all the time, and a 
suit for an office to be held fora brief period, 
which may be said to be depreciating in value 
all the time. 

The question to de settled is: Who got the 
majority of the votes and hence is entitled to 
hold the officeof Mayor for two years or some 
other period? If the term did not begin for a 
year after the election delays would not be so 
serious, but it begins within a week or two. 
Therefore if suit is begun immediately the 
defendant should answet immediately. The

EXTENSIVE MAIL ROBBERY AND ro- 
GERY. 

One of the beldest and most ingeniously 
systematic modes of swindling ever reported 
has been carried out in this city the present 
month. The rascals first robbed the mail 
boxes on the business streets of the city, tak- 
ing many hundred and perhaps thousands of 
letters and appropriatmg such of the contents 
as were of value. Tothe genuine checks thus 
obtained they forged the names of the persons 
in whose favor the checks were drawn, and 
also forged indorsements which to the swin- 
dlers answered all the purposes of personal 
identification. These checks were cashed by 
the banks without question, and the bold fraud 
was not detected till the checks were returned 
by the bank to those who drew them, this 
being done on the monthly balancing of the 
pass book. 

By selecting the first few days of the year 
as the time for their operations the scoundrels 
gained two great advantages. The mail con- 
taihed an unusual percentage of checks, 
these having been sent in payment of Christ- 
mas bills and for holiday presents, and they 
secured a leeway of fully three weeks within 
which there was little chance of detection ex- 
cept by some accident. This because the rule 
with most people who have a deposit account 
at the banks is to have their pass books bal- 
anced by the bank at or near the close of each 
month, receiving with the retarn of the book 
all checks of theirs which the bank has taken 
in ines the date of the last previous monthly

THE TROUBLES OF THE FOUR HUNDRED. 

The Four Hundred bf New York are still 
keeping themselves prominently before the 
public and in a very vulgar way. The shock- 
mg disrespect manifested by the Astor family 
after the death of Mrs. Wiliiam Waldorf 
Astor continues to agitate society, and the 
exeitement has been emphasized by the action 
of the members of the vestry of Trinity, who 
threaten to resign if the Astors keep their pew 
holdings in that church, and by the sharp and 
caustic criticisms of the Rev. Morgan Dix, 
the rector, upon their heartless conduct, It 
is true the death of this unfortunate lady—for 
it is a most unfortunate thing to lose so many 


millions and go where there is no Four Hun- 


dred and all men and women are in the same 
station—has settled the overwhelming social 
question that Mre. Wiliiam Astor, and not Mrs. 
William Waldorf Astot, is the real and only 
Astor who can be recognized by the postal 
department of the United States, but even 
this result has not served to restore peace in 
the Astor family or remove them from the 
vulgar gaze of the public, for now comes 
Mrs. Coleman Drayton, daughter of Mrs. 
William Astor, to defend herself in the di- 
voree courts against Mr. Coleman Drayton, 
who wants to get rid of this particular Astor 
and at the same time get possession of his 
three children, whom she does not want to 
give up, ana furthermore to explain her con- 
duct with one Hallett Alsop Borrowe, a con- 
vivial gentleman of alleged small in- 
tellect, with whom it is reported she 
has had improper relations at vari- 
ous times in New York, New Jersey, 
and England. Mrs. Coleman Drayton ar- 
rived as quietly as the remains of Mrs. Will- 
iam Waldorf Astor. The Astor family was 
not at the pier to welcome her, but it was en- 
gaged in council, the result of which was the 
agreement to utilize the family property in 
her defense, first, io preserve the family es- 
cutcheon from the necessity of scrubbing and 
repolishing. and, second, because of Mr, 
Joha Jacob Astor’s indignation at Coleman 
Drayton for net keeping faith in regard to 
promises made to Mrs. William Astor touch- 
ing the contesting of her husband’s will. 
Thus stands the Astor section of the Four 
Hundred, and the situation shows to what ex- 
tent plutocratic rage can go when it gets 
kindled, One can faintly imagine what the 
original John Jacob would say were he to 
know how the possessors of the fortune which 
he founded iu plebeian, thrifty fashion are 
acting. It would be little comfort for him 
to discover that his twenty millions have 
yrown into three hundred millions, for, like 
the old Commodore, the founder of the 
Vanderbilt fortune, be was a stern, plodding, 
pecunious old fellow, little given to frills and 
furbelowsa, having no likings for divorce 
courts and knowing but one grand passion, 
that of accumulatmg mink and skunk skins 
for purposes of burter and pelf. All is got 
happy either in the million-dollar private 
palaces of the Vanderbilts, though their 
skeleton in the closet is not dancmg as liveiy 
as it did. Apparently Mrs. Vanderbilt 
has been appeased by a liberal settle. 
ment—the possession of several palaces 
and a round sum running into the miiiions 
which will suffice to keep the wolf from the 
door. In view of these developments Mrs. 
Paran Stevens, another society leader, sat 
down the other day and gave to the public 
some pathetic reflections upon society condi- 
tions and did not hesitate to express convic- 
tions that everything was going to the dem- 
nition bow. wos.“ It is. sufficient reason, 
however, for Mrs. Stevens’ “ cave of gloom ”

by her butler, E. T. Burge, who wants $5,000 
because she accused him of stealing a flask of 
brandy from the sideboard, which, he says, 
was taken to her room by a belle of the Four 
Hundred, who was Mrs. Stevens’ guest. 
Verily these be hard and trying times for 
the Four Hundred, and Ward McAllister’s 
soul must be rent within him as he behoids 
those whom he has brought up and coached 
so carefully acting in this rampageous man- 
ner and kicking over the dashboards of pro- 
priety, not to say common decency. The 
little exclusive circle of 400 in New York 
does not behave itself nearly as well as the 
big circle of 40,000 in Chicago, though the 
latter have had no McAllister to coach them. 


THE G@.GPEL OF REFORM. 

In the two notablespeeches made in Chicago 
last Thursday evening the principal emphasis 
in both cases was laid on the indispensability 
of personal service for the accomplishment of 
great ends. Dr. Parkhurst urged that the 
greatest need in the work of municipal re- 
form is “ one, three, five, or seven men who 
will take off their coats and do or die. Mra. 
Ballmgton Booth in speaking of Rescue 
Homes said that one reason of their success 
was the absence of any hired nelp, the work 
being done by the members of the Salvation 
Army themselves, so that every dollar goes 
straight from the giver to those to whom it is 
to be given, and added: The women know 
this and they know we do this through our 
Jove for them, and they love us, for they know 
that we are doing it out of love.” 

It is not so very long ago that the word 
charity was almost synonymous in men’s 
minds with alms-giving. It is plain that no 
such easy interpretation is possible longer. A 
man may give of kis wealth, his eloquence, 
his knowledge, but if in this giving there is 
nothing ef himself, of his own tife-force, then 
it is not charity, but only an automatic 
semblance of it. Judged by any large 
standards, it is only so far as self is put into 
actions that there is anything moral or un- 
moral about them. As Lowell's fine line puts 
it, The gift without the giver is bare 
and this is the first “call” that the new gos- 
pel of reform makes upon its followers. 

. The ways for self-gividy are more numerous 
now than ever before. The generosity of the 
Good Samaritan who found the robbed and 
beaten traveler on the Jericho roadside was 
indeed admirable, but it has been well said 


that “inthis century it behooves us to in- | 


quire how it happens that the Jericho ro id is 
unsafe, and to bring the whole weight of in flu- 
ence to bear upon the polace system in order 
that the safety of the public roads may be 
maintained.“ Brotherly heip sustenance 
after a mishap are sot enough; it must be 
made sure that like mishaps shall not occur 
in the future. 
If social, industrial, or political conditions 
not what they should be, then it is the 
dugg of citizens to give them all possible at- 
tension. If in society today there exist

In 
the social struggle involved in the industrial 
evolution it is plain there are other problems 
than those of political economy. Ethical 


and humane factors furnish the principal, 


elements towards a solution and these are not 
to be evaded or lightly set aside by any who 
have the welfare of the city or the Nation at 
heart. And when there is given to these sub- 
jects such energy and time and means as are 
at command then that rearrangement of hu- 
man life which seems most in accord with 
the results such investigations have given 
must be worked out. 


MEXICO AND GUATEMALA. 

The news from the seat of war as between 
Mexico and Guatemala is decidedly pacific. 
The latter country has chosen the wise course, 
irrespective of the questiondn dispute, in of- 
fering concessions which are now under con- 
sideration by the Mexican Government. Gua- 
temala has acted wisely, because there can be 
little doubt what would be the outcome of a 
war between the two nations. Mexico would 
have au immense advantage in wealth, popu- 
lation, and fighting material. Its population 
is nearly ten times that of Guatemala. Its 
active army numbers 34,800 men and it has 
165,000 available militia. Guatemala has 
a standing army of but 3,000 men and might 
increase it to 10,000. The preponderance of 
strength, therefare, would be greatly against 
Guatemala, It has been expecting help from 
the other Central American States. but they 
are occupied with revolutions themselves, and 
besides this have no love for Guatemala, as 
was shown by their recent rejection of the 
union proposed by the former. Guatemala 
evidently cannot count upon help from that 
source, and therefore it has acted wisely in 
offering such concessions to Mexico as may 
tend to avert the possibility of war. 

The question at issue between the two coun- 


tries is one which easily admits of arbitra- 
tion. A Washington correspondent states it 


as follows: 

A treaty signed at the City of Mexico Sept. 27, 
1882, defined the boundary between Mexico and 
Guatemala from the Atlantic to the Pacific, 
which had been in dispute for more than half a 
century. and provided that a mixed commission 
should mark the line with suitable monuments. 
When this commission reached the Usumacinta, 
one of the boundary rivers, it was found that the 
data furnished by Sefior Irungaray, an en- 
gineer sent by Guatemala to survey the line 
before the treaty was made, were not accurate, 
because, according to his maps and the treaty 
based upon them, the Usumacinta River was 
placed considerably above its actual course. This 
left in Mexico a vefy important part of what had 
been considered Guatemalan territory. The Gov- 
ernment of Guatemala held that the Usumacinta 
River began ata point many miles below that 
designated in the treaty, and that the actual 
boundary line ougbt to be the Chixoy River, sit- 
cated several miles west of the Dsumacinta. The 
Government of Mexico accep this proposition 
as a matter of equity on condition that no further 
objections should be raised by Guatemala in the 
marking of the boundary line. 

Pending the markmg of this boundary, 
however, there have been frequent disagree- 
ments and delays in the work. Concessions 
na ve been made by both governments for the 
cutting of mahogany, and Guatemala at last 
boldly entered upon the area in dispute, de- 
stroyed Mexican camps, and has occupied it 
with an armed force, Mexiconow demands 
the area, and furthermore insists that Guate- 
mala shall withdraw its troops and pay an in- 
demnity for injuries alleged to have been in- 
flicted upon Mexican citizens. There 
is nothing in this situation that can- 
not be settled easily and promptly 
by arbitration. Guatemala can afford 
to withdraw its troops and Mexico can do the 
aame. Then let outside parties settle the 
boundary line, and if Guatemala has been 
trespassing upon Mexican territory it should 
pay an indemnity for whatever losses it has 
oceasioned the Mexicans. In any event it 
would be absolute folly for Guatemala to go 
to war with Mexico unaided, with a compara- 
tively small army, and. without financial re- 
sources, The latest reports are favorable toa 
peaceful solution of the question. 


WILL ISSUE MORE BONDS, 

Advices from Washington justify the belief 
that early this week, perhaps Monday, Secre- 
tary Carlisle will announce the decision of 
the administration to issue another lot of 
bonds. It is considered probable this will be 
for 100 million dollars. They will have to 
be at 5 per cent interest, under the present 
law, and probably will be on the basis of 34 
per cent, it being thought unlikely that they 
could be sold to net only 2%, since the No- 
vem ber syndicate is understood to have lost 
money by purchasing on that basis, Finan- 
cier Simmons of the Fourth National Bank 
ef New York City was in conference with 
Secretary Carlisle yesterday, and it is sup- 
posed he will have something to do with the 


handling of the proposed issue. a 


Parties near the throne have supposed 
it to be the intention of the President not to 
make another bond issue till Congress had 
been given full opportunity to pass relief 
measures, It wascalculated that the fund of 
gold in the Treasury would not be drawn 
down dangerously low before about Feb. 20, 
by which time it could be seen if Congress 
would do auything to relieve the financial 
strain. But the withdrawals of last week, 
which have reduced the reserve to less than 
58 millions, rendered it apparent that action 
must be taken more quickly or it might be 
too late to avoid the onset of conditions for 
which the free silverites have been working. 
Indeed, it is admitted that those silverites 
have done their worst to bring about 
the present dilemma by creating a feeling 
abroad to the effect that this country is inev- 
itably drifting towards a free silverfoasis aud 
that those holders of our securities who 
wished to obtain gold for them would have to 
sell out quickly. This explains the recent 
heavy shipments of American securities from 
Europe and the drain of gold against them. 
It must be accepted as an indication that the 
drain wiel be kept up to the full capacity of 
the treasure rooms of outgoing steamers till 
every dollar of gold is withdrawa from the 
Treasury, unless in the meantime foreign con- 
fidence-in the integrity of the currency can 
be restored. But tha can be accomplished 
ouly by the administration showing its full 
determination to maintain the parity and to 
take all the measures necessary thereto that 
are within its power. 

Both the Republicdns in Congress, except 
the few who are committed to free silver, and 
the honest men among the Democrats seem 
to be agreed that the best thing to be done 
would be to authorize the issue of bonds for 
as much of 500 millions as might be neces- 
sary to restore confidence. They agree on 
this, though they differ as to details, some ad- 
vocating the retirement of the greenbacks and 
the Sherman Treasury notes, and others think- 
mg that might be dispensed with, at least for 
the present. The difficuity is to say what they 
will beable to accouiplish in this direction 
against the united front which is said to have 
been resolved upon by the free silver extrem- 
ists who are bent on bringing the country toa 
silver no matter at what cost. A above

which do not always reach those most inter- 
ested in time to be of service, 

The ten inches or more of snow that fell in 
Chicago was light compared with the three 
feet said to have been deposited in some por- 
tions of Kansas and the one to two feet re- 
ported from other points, But it played havoc 
with street travel, especialiy on the electric 
lines, which not only were hampered by snow 
on the rails but above, the latter feature inter- 
fering with insulation. A great many people 
living in the outskirts of the city and the 
suburbs experienced great difficulty in reach- 
mg their homes, and not a few of them re- 
mained in the city all night, the consequently 
increased patronage of the hotele contrasting 
strangely with the deserted appearance of the 
places of amusement, The snow was not so 
deep, however, but that it was easily cleared 
off the tracks in readiness for the business of 
yesterday, and the drifts onmidewalks and 


elsewhere were cut through for the accom- 


modation of those traveling on foot. 
The mildness of temperature here and at 


most other places was due to the fact that the 


snow-bearing wind came from the southern 
quarter, blowing towards the forward side of 
the storm central area. But as that area 
moves onward the wind veers for any particu- 


jar place, and the wind that biows towards 


the hinder or western edge is from the north. 
This fact explains the prediction of colder 
weather to follow the fall of snow, and this is 
all the more likely as yesterday morning 
there was an area of high barometer near 
Salt Lake City, the tendency of the wind be- 
ing to move with reference to that in the same 
direction as the hands of a watch which lies 
with its face upward. 


SELECTING ELECTION JUDGES AND 
CLERKS. 

It is stated that— 

Purity ‘of judges and clerks of election has 
been the subject of so much reform talk, and 
leading citizens have displayed 80 much interest 
in the appointment of these officiais, that the 
Democratic Executive committee in preparing its 
lists has sought to meet the views of those who 
seek honest elections, 

And as evidence of this, in the Twenty-sec- 
ond Ward among the names handed in are 
those of Lyman J. Gage, Harry Rubens, Will. 
iam A. Vincent, J. J. P. Oaell, and Max 
Stern. John W. Ela has been picked out as 
one of the clerks. The capacity and honesty 
of these men cannot be disputed. As they are 
all of them in favor of honest elections, and 
as the work will take only a few days’ time, 
shey will accept. 

But the Democrats do not seem to have 


done as well in other wards where it is more | 


desirable to have unimpeachable judges than 
in the Twenty-second. In the First Ward, 
one of the favorite haunts of the repéater, the 
Democratic committee had to decide whether 
the judges should be picked out by the cele- 
brated Hinky Dink or the equally celebrated 
William Skakel and Sol Van Praag. Unwill- 
ing to affront these statesmen the committee 
gave Hinky Dink the judges in thirteen pre- 
cincts and his opponents those in nine. 

Ald. Gosselin and O'Connor of the Seven- 
teenth Ward agreed to divide the judges. .In 
the Tenth the conflict between two eminent 
Democrats, Schumacher Curran, was set- 
tled by a compromise. There were wrangles 
in other wards between mem who wanted to 
dictate the nominees, but they were settled 
amicably, generally by a division of the 
spoils. 

But the Election Commissioners are not 
bound by any arrangement between the 
Hinky Dinks and the William Skakele of the 


- Democratic party. If thatorganization is to 


be given twenty-one or any other number of 
judges in the First Ward it has a right to de- 
mand the appointment of that number of 
men of unquestioned Denfotracy ‘who will 
look out honestly for the interests of their 
party. Skakel's or Hinky Dink’s nominees 
will be Democrats, but they will be Skakel or 
Hinky Dink Democrats, chosen largely that 
they may be utilized at primary elections. 
If they do not possess the qualifications as 
to character and intelligence demanded by 
the law then they should be rejected. 

The board should examine carefully into 
the qualifications of the men whose names 
are presented, whether they are handed in by 
Republican or Demoeratic committeemen, 
and it should not appoint an unfit man 
merely because he is faithful to the interests 
of a ward politician. Let there bea serious 
effort for once to get really competent men 
in ail the precincts.

The prevailing commis- 
sion rates of Boston and New York cannot be 
in foree here until existing conditions in Chi- 
cago are much changed. 

Re»sens for the Difference. 

In considering the reasons for the differ- 
ence in tates of commission in Chicago and 
Eastern cities that first to suggest itself to the 
student of political economy is that a newer 
city usually offers larger profits in business 
than an older one, and cupital for business is 
scarcer and of more value. Hepco Chicago 
business-men are willing to pay higher rates 
of interest for money and larger commissions 
to brokers who obtain the desired funds for 
them by negotiating loans or sales.

Another important factor in the situation is 
the feature that the time of year when busi- 
ness can be done is rapidly becommg shorter.

This reduces ma- 
terially the time of year gn which anything 
but unprofitable routine business can be done, 
and is a condition of no little consequence. 
New York brokers are able to get along with 
a shorter business day than Chicago. Four 
o’ciock in the afternoon isa late hour there, 
and Saturday afternoon isa legal half holi- 
day throughout the year, while competition 
here keeps offices open tiil after 6 o’clock the 
year round, except perhaps fora few Satur- 
days in summer, and many offices are open 
evenings ol certain days in each week. 

Agents cannot be expected to cheerfully cut 
present commission rates until * exclusive 
agency is a recognized custom in Chicago, 
and the character and volume of transactions 
and methods of handling business ap- 
proach those in New York and os- 
ton, and until owners themselves are 
willing to give the real estate pro- 
fession the trust and respect it receives in the 
East, Brokers would be willing to have East- 
ern commission rates prevail here, but only 
under like conditions. There are too much 
time and energy wasted by the Chicago real 
estate fraternity through existing customs 
and ownets are likely to continue to compen- 
sate tae agent for this additional service per- 
formed until such time as owners will co- 
operate with the broker in bringing about re- 
forms which will result in enabling the real 
estate business to be conducted upon the 
lines established in New York and Boston, 
In instituting these conditions the agent 
stands ready to meet the owner more than 
half way.

Now, father was well up in woodcraft, no 
man better, but he never fired a gun, never, 
in his 70 years of life among savages, did 
that gentle Quaker, school master, magistrate, 
and Christian ever fire a gun. 

Do you know why a beast, a bear of all 
beasts, is so very much afraid of fire? Well, 
in the first place, as said before,a bear is a 
gentleman, in dress as weill as address, and so 
likes a decent coat. Ifa bear should get his 
coat singed he would hide away from sight of 
both man beast for half a year. But back 
of his pride is the fact that a fat bear will 
burn like a candle; the fire will not stop with 
the destruction of his coat. And so, mean as 
it was, men used to take advantage of his fear 
and kindle pine quill fires in and around his 
haunts in the heads of cafions to drive him 
out and down and into ambush, 


Read twoor three chapters here between 
the lines—lots of plans, preparations, dia- 
grams, where I wasto hide near camp and 
wait, dots where to place the crescent of pine 
quill fires and ail that. Then they all at twi- 
light went ont and away on the mountain 
sides around me head of the cafion, and I be- 
hind a big rock nearby the extinguished camp 
fre, with my old muszle-loading Keatucky 
rifle, lifting my eyes around to the head of 
the manzanita cafion looking for the fires. 
A light! One, two, three, ten! A crescent of 
forked flames, and all the fight and impetuosity 
of a boy of only a dozen years was uppermost, 
and I wanted a bear! All alone I waited; got 
hot, cold, thirsty, cross as a bear, and so sick 
of sitting there that I was about to go to my 
blankets, for the flames had almost died out 
on the hills, leaving only a circle of littie dots 
and dying embers, like a fading diadem on 
the mighty lifted brow of the glorious Man- 
zanita Mountain. And nowthe new moon 
came, went like a shy, sweet maiden, hidmg 
down, down oft of sight. 

Crash! His head was thrown back, not 
over his shoulders, as you may read but never 
see, but down dy his left foot, as he looked 
around, and back up the brown mountain 
side. He had stumbled, or, rather, he had 
stepped on himself, for a bear gets down hill 
sadly. If a bear ever gets after you go down 
hill, It will make him mad, but that is not 
your affair. I never sawa bear go down hill 
in a good humor. 

What nature meant by making a bear so short 
in the arms I don’t know. Indians say he 
was at first a man, and waiked upright with a 
coat and a club on his shoulder. but he sinned 
and fell. As evidence of this they show that 
he can still stand up and fight with his fists 
when hard pressed. 

This huge brute before me looked almost 
whité in the tawny twilight. as he stumbled 
down through the steep tangle of chaparral 
into the opening on the stone diadem of the 
river. 

He had evidently been terribly fatigued

In those days the country east of the Mis 


a land of savage beasts and still more savage 
men. I distinctly remember the admiring 
awe with which we regarded an old trapper 
named Seth Kinman, who had made a jour- 
ney overland to the Pacific in the interests of 
the Hudson Bay company. He was the oracie- 
hero ef my childhood days! 


But the civil war changed all things. Worst 
of all it evolved the long-range rifle, and the 
production of the Sharp and Récsinaion Sig- 
naled the doom of the buffalo. In less than a 
dozen years the countless herds were but a 
memory in the minds of men, and today they 
are practically extinct. But for an instinctive 
change of habitat the lordly elk would long 
since have shared their fate. As it is they 
are fast diminishing in numbers, as, indeed, 
are likewise the deer, antelope, and mountain 
sheep that once peopled every hill and plain 
in our broad country. Only in favored sec- 
tions do they yet exist in anything like rea- 
sonable abundance, and it is one of these 
about which I am going to write. 

It is a pleasing thing to know that yet, de- 
spite the progress of modern improvement 
in firearms, which have been perfected with 
rare mechanical mgenuity until their lethal 
performance is aimost automatic, there is 
stilla part of our land where game of all 
kinds, big and little—fin,, fur, and feather— 
abounds. Where the unsophisticated ranch- 
man still depends upon his trusty rifle for his 
winter supply of meat. Where an extended 
knowledge of intricate woodcraft is not essen- 
tial nor even necessary to the secural of big 
game, and which, best.of all, is easily accessi- 
ble to the tourist sportsman in the proper 
open seasons. Such par excellence is that 
portion of Colorado lying in the heart of the 
Rocky Mountains known as Routt County. 

Protected fiom the encroachments of sor- 
did civilization by surrounding mountain 
ranges, whose snowy summits wave a detiance 
to the souliess railroad magnates who long 
have sought to desecrate its sanctuary with 
their hideous disfigurement of trenches and 
embankments, their dissonance of rumbling 
trains and shrieking whistles, and all the usual 
accompaniment of smoke and grime and filth 
and litter, Routt County lies at rest in peace- 
ful serenity, with a smile of unsullied content 
on her varied features. The din and jar of 
the outside worid never penetrate here. The 
only sounds that awake the echoes are the 
sibilant challenge of the majestic elk, the soft 
bleat of the calling doe and answering fawn, 
the harsh snort of the vigilant antelope and 
mountain sheep, and the musical splash of 
the trout leaping in their crystal waters. Only 
the grunt of feeding bear, the thrilling sniff 
of the creeping cougar, and the indescribable 
and unknowable voices of the various shy 
woodfoik which tenant its dusky cafions. 
Here you can come and evade the debts and 
dung and deviltries of the wearying world and 
commune with nature in her undress, 


There. is only population enough to insure 
convenience. A few scattered hamlets, gen- 
erally a score of miles apart, lie unbosomed 
in the fertile civer valleys and are connected 
by comparatively good roads, which also lead 
to the railroad stations over the divides, 
These last are sufficiently far away to debar 
promiscuous intrusion and yet near enough 
(generally about 100 miies) to be easily ac. 
cessible by stage or saddle animals, At the 
ranches, conveuiently situated near the best 
hunting and fishing grounds, fresh milk, but- 
ter, eggs, and vegetables may be cheaply ob- 
tained, and every rancher and cowboy is eager 
to proffer his services and advice in your be- 
half. It is a mountain people with all the 
simple virtues of the class, and a visiting 
gentleman, if he be a sportsman, is welcomed 
in a way that restores faith in human nature. 
Their hearts and homesalike are open and 
their substance is common property. 

The region is traversed by four large riv- 
ers—the Elk, Bear or Yampah, White, and 
Snake—with their tributaries and affluents. 
These waters are fairly working with big 
trout,”’ as a native puts it, and there are num- 
bers of other fish besides, among them being 
grayling (?), white and squuw fish, and suck- 
ers of three kinds. An idea of the numbers of 
these fish may be formed from the fact that 
60 to 100 pounds of trout have been taken by 
one man in a day with the fly, and in the sen- 
son of low water itisa common custom to 
scoop out grayling by the barrelful to sait for 
winter consumption. Trout of four pounds 
are commoa and whitefish of thirty pounds in 
weight are no rarity. The streams are ideal 
waters for fly fishing, as there is almost a to- 
tal absence of brush and undergrowth at the 
best localities. 


But the chief attraction of the region lies in 
its plenitude of game. The country is so 
varied in its appointments of elevation and 
climate that it affords both summer and win- 
ter range, and the game migrations never ex- 
tend beyond its confines. In the summer 
season the forests of the high mountain 
ateaus and cafions are the places chiefly af- 
ected by deer and elk, and even large num- 
bers of nemudic antelope may be found graz- 
ing in the elevated parks, It is a common

I have know women—yea, 
even lads of 10 and 11 years—to kill a ton of 
venison in one morning’s stand.“ It is 
only too easy, and the sport—if such shooting 
may be called sport—soon palls. 


But the ranchman would deem you crazy 
(** locoed ”’ he would call it) if you caviled at 
his action. He shoots for meat, not for fun, 
and would not understand your objections. 
And the sooner he hangs his saddies up the 
fatter and better flavored they will be, for the 
rutison and the bucks are getting thick 
necks.. He knows what is what! And he has 
a natural and inherited antipathy to anything 
that savors of hard and unnecessary work. 
You don’t wonder at his judgment when you 
sit down to the succulent steak fried by his 
wite in the buck’s own tallow, and you go and 
do it some yourself. 

If you want shooting of a different order, 
sport that will tax your skill and patience to 
the utmost, sport that will exhaust your last 
resource and effectually take the callow con- 
ceit out of you, why, there are the antelope— 
thousands upon thousands of them! You 
will find them easily enough for you havea 
good horse, an exceilent field glass, and they 
are everywhere, Their white sides dot the 
sand burrows in every direction and you have 
a telescope sight on your rifle. But killing 
them is another thing—I cannot go into de- 
tail just now, preferring to defer that to 
another occasion—and you will earn every 
antelope you get. 


The elk are even more easily bagged than 
the deer. A shot or two ahead of a moving 
„bunch“ will stop them, and then they will 
go to milling”’—that is, huddie up me Pan 
together and run in a small circle—and a 
game hog can kill every animal in the herd if 
he takes his time and does not get rattled. 
After your first big bull elk hunting is tame 
sport. 

Remember, Iam speaking now of winter 
shootihg at migrating game. You will find 
conditions materially changed at other sea- 
sons of the year. There is always game 
euough—in fact, too much, as it induces over- 
killmg—and you will be successful in the em- 
ployment of any legitimate method of hunt- 
ing. If you thirst fur sport with an element 
of danger in it there arethe bears and cats. 
Either will afford you spicy experiences 
enough, and toa lover of excitement there is 
open lists. The field is large and opportuai- 
ties plentiful. 

Of the smaller game Iam almost afraid to 
write lest I lay myself open to suspicion and 
doubt. Were I to state but the naked truth 
about the numbers of wild fowl, grouse, and 
rabbits that are hére I would be accused of 
drawing the long bow, and I affect no other 
weapon than the rifle, It needs personal ob- 
servation to understand and appreciate their 
pienitude, 


There is but one drawback to this, our mod- 
ern Utopia.

His FIRST BEAR. 
Mayer says my first bear-killing was one of 
the funniest things. he ever saw, but if he 
wouldn't stretch the truth he would acknowl- 


edge that he didn’t see me kill it at all, for he

The Washington State Building long since 
disappeared. The pole was brought to Jack- 
son Park from a Washington pine tree forest 
on several flat cars before the Fair opened. 


A section of the ironwork of the Spectato- 
rium, the only unfinished building of the 
Columbian Exposition, still remains, but it 
will soon disappear. The work of demolition 
of the whole building has been in process, at 
intervals, for nearly a year. 


The statue of Columbus which stood before 
the east front of Administration Building is 
in the rotunda of the Art Building. It is sur- 
rounded by many of the staff figures which 
surmounted various buildings. 


The totem poles, a tent of the Cree Indians, 
and a number of the strange looking figures 
and altars that stood in the vicinity of the 
cliff-dwelilers’ cave are in the Art Building, 
or, as it is now kuown, the Field Columbian 
Museum. Butit will always be known in 
memory as the Art Building. 


The basin between the Art Building and the 
Illinois State Building is, at this season, the 
skating pond of Jackson Park. Men and 
women and boys and girls strap on their 
skates and have their resting place along the 
quay from where the steam launches and the 
gondolas arrived and departed. A board 
fence shuts off the pona under the bridge 
which connected the Marine Café and other 
buildings on the east with the Tailors’ Build. 
ing on the west. The -Tailors’ Building re- 
mains just as it was, but unoccupied, 


The German Building over on the lake 
front, with its gaudy roof and gables, remains 
as it stood in the days when its musical bells, 
now in Germany again, charmed the ear at 
noon and at sunset. Those who heard them 
can never forget their velvet melody. The 
we is to remain in the park as a club- 

ouse. 


The British Government Building, Victoria 
House, near the battleship, is more than half 
in ruins. 


The Viking ship, on wooden supports, sev- 
eral feet from the ground and under cover, 
stands east of the east entrance of the center 
of the Art Building. 


The old Norwegian whaler, desolate, with 
its masts and cross arms stripped, lies almost 
on its port side in the pond where it stood. 
Several launches lie piled up around it. 


The Government Building is the other re- 
maining building, still intact, as it was during 
the Fair. It is vacant, and the zinc eagles 
which guarded the east and west facades look 
now as if they had been plucked. This build. 
ing narrowly escaped destruction when Manu- 
factures Building was burned last year. 


Nearly all the poles on which the electric 
lights were placed along the principal road- 
ways are still standing. 


There remain, in a most dilapidated and 
sorry condition, several reminders of the 
Ei from which “ orange cider’’ and Lee 

ahn’s cigars were dispensed. 


The battleship Illinois, from the decks of 
which thousands used to v.ew the fireworks, 
remains in the same place, with exterior sadly 
out of repair. The laddies who are training 
to be marines live there.

Some of the iron work of the Palace of 
Mchanic Arts remains standing. There was 
in the days of the Fair a statue that stood in 
front of the north entrance of this building. 
Somebody has knocked its head off, taken 
away an arm, and torn off a piece of one leg. 


The obelisk, that lonely needle which stood 
in front of the colonnade until the latter was 
destroyed, remains, but is somewhat disfig- 
ured, Several openings, large enough for an 
eagle to swoop through, are noticeable, and 
—— sleeping lions have almost lost their 
shape. 


La Rabida stands as it did in the year of 
giory, but desolate and forsaken. The Casino 
across the way is gone, and every build 
south of the convent has been torn down 
removed. There is not a vestige of Forestry, 
Shoe and Leather, the Krupp gun, or any 
other building that stood in that section of the 

rounds. Dr. Peabody’s dream of a life, the 

nthropologicail Building, has vanished from 
the earth. 


Around in the vicinity of the windmills 
there was a group, in the center of which 
stood Germania. It was a beer sign, but 
very artistic. Germania ‘remains there, 
deserted, and not faraway, near where the 
White Horse Inn took in the American dol- 
lars, is a lonesome looking figure, which, at a 
distance, looks like a replica of Niobe, 


The figures that stood in front of Agri- 
cultural Building, down by the lagoon, the 
two oxen and the two women, stand there yet, 
signaling to thé two figures across the way, 
the big draft horses and the two men, as they 
stood when the Venetian carnival was re- 
produced on the water between, and when 
there was music from all nations. 


The Administration Building, or the site 
where it stood, is marked by a lot of twisted 
girders, the remains caused by the fire, of 
that center whose illuminated dome by night 
was a thing of such wondrous beauty that 
once seen it could never be forgotten. 


Transportation Building, its golden door- 
way; Mines and Mining; Terminal, where 
the trains landed you; the elevated station 
and the New York Central and Pennsylvania 
lines’. buildings—wiped from the ground. 
The old steam engine and other railway ex- 
hibits, by the way, are saved and are in the 
east wing of the Field Columbian Museum. 


The gray public service buildings, the first 
to be erected, remain, nearly intact, and are 
used for storage purposes, But not a trace of 
the buildings oceupied by the men who got 
rich—the photographers—is to be found. 


Horticulture Building is being pulled down 
by the wrecking company that bought it. 
The big dome long since disappeared. The 
latest story is that the building has been pur- 
chased to be shipped to some sort of interna- 
tional show to be held in Central America. 


The Children’s Building, one of the last to 
be erected and one of the most practical in 
its uses, is almost ready to disappear, It is 
in a state of dilapidation. 


The Woman’s Building, the first to be com- 
pleted, the first to be furnished with exhibits, 
and one for various reasons never to be for- 
gotten, disappeared long ago, and the foun- 
dation has been pulled up and carried away. 


The State buildings of course went long 
ago. Some were removed to suburban towns 
and are now occupied by the people who 
bought them, but the finest and most impos. 
ing, New York, Pennsylvania, Indiana, 
Maine, Ohio, and Minnesota, were torn to 
pieces and the pieces dumped into the lake. 
The same was true of the buildings of France, 
Brazil, India, Persia, Spain, Ceylon, the 
Province of Ontario, and other countries, 


Many of the exhibits that were in the Trans- 
portation Building, more particularly those 
that showed the primitive mode of travel and 
transportation in South America and some 
from Turkey, are saved, and arein the east 
wing of the Field Museum. And boats from 
Norway, Iceland, and one from Venice. 


On the Midway—snow drifts, with here and 
there a lot of lumber piled away for sale. Not 
asign anywhere to recall that strange and 
always moving section where bedlam reigned 
at night, and fakers, and sharks, and all man- 
ner of men plied their calling by day. 
Not a footstep bad broken the 
snow the othor day that lay in drifts 
where the streets of Cairo were thronged not 
very long ago. There is not so much as a 
stone to show where the foundation of the 
marvel of beauty, the Ferris wheel, rested. 
The wheel itself, its girders, braces, 
supports, and all that made it com- 
plete. are packed in box cars, and 
on flat cars, that are sidetracked not far 
from where the wheel woved by day and 
night, awaiting orders for shipment, 

A laborer on the grounds was asked where 
a certain exhibit had stood. He shook his 
head and replied, ‘**I am one of the few who 
did not see the White City.“ In the circum- 
stances he was all the happier.

Here all the engines take ou their coal and 
water. The water is administered throu gh 
a hose and when the weather is down to freezing 
the water is dllowed to run through constant- 
ly. The hose when not in useis poked down 
between the ties and pours a steady stream 
about an inch thick to the ground beneath. 
A good deal of the water runs along the 
beams and rafters and forms long pendent 
icicles or covers the beam entirely, so that it 
looks like a huge column of rock salt. A 
good deal of water slops out at one time and 
another as the tanks of the engines are being 
filled and runs down and freezes. Stalactites 
＋ N. along the space under the track, and. 
a> yards ere wide, there are deep, dark 
avenues formed by the supports which might 
very well pass muster on the realistic stage 
for a cave mysteripusly peopled with pirates 
or other horned cattle. It was in some such

The gradual disappearance of the aboriginal 
has also made a change—very much for the 
better—in the country.

If they are to be ciassed 
any higher than the wombat—a miserable 
Australian animal of no use that I know of— 
then the white people have a great deal to 
answer for, for no doubt their numbers 
have been greatly thinhed by the introduction 
of the civilized man’s whisky, with which 
they were aliowed to kill themselves at dis- 
cretion, t ough there is a heavy fine 
scheduled tur allowug them to have it. 

There was a grewsome happening in 1870. 
Some eighty natives were invited to a ban- 
quet in the bush; one survived. It was 
proved that the bread was poisoned, but by 
who.n government officiais could never find 
out. Ol course, po one can help shudder 
at such a proceeding as this, evenif it ha 
been kangarvo—which, for the matter of 
that, are of more use than the other 
native, for the former do make splen- 
did soup—for it has been ed 
down to us that he who eats our salt shail 
be safe. Of course there was a great outcry, 
but it was only a nine days’ wonder after all. 


Some time in the 608 a family of the name 
of Wiils emigrated from Eugland and settied 
on a nice sheep run in Victoria. The lamily 
consisted of father, mother. son, and 
three daughters. The son, Tommy Wiils, 
had been Captain of Rugby School 
and also Captain of the cricket club, 
and on his departure for Australia 
was esteemed as one of the most popular 
cricketers in England, being a great power 
among the memvers of I, Zingari, a very 
ewell club.

Great was the merriment around the tables 
at this sally of King Victor Emmanuel—merri- 
ment subdued only by the respect dus to such 
a mighty company. 

Splendor of the Grand Ball, 


The grand ball which followed shortly after 
this unique banquet was also a very remark- 
able function. 4 heard a white haired gentle- 
man, the Count of St. P., who had witnessed 
in his youth most of the festivities which at- 
tended the second marriage of Napoleon L., 
say that its splendor and its extraordinary sur- 
roundings completely eclipsed the pageant of 
the First Empire. The rarest tropical plants 
were imported from Africa to adorn the grand 
vestibule and escaliers d’honneur, the 
floral ornamentation of the halls and galleries 
alone entailed an expen-e of more n one 
hundred and fifty thousand francs. Some of 
the bouquets presented to the Empresses and 
Queens and other crowned ladies cost to the 
imperial exchequer twenty-five napoleons 
apiece, while the buffets were profusely pro- 
vided with all imaginable delicacies of the 
table and the choicest wines. 

More than fifteen hundred invitations had 
been issued outside of the court circles, and 
large galleries, beautifully upholstered, were 
erected on both ends of the hall to accommo- 
date guests upon their arrival, which was 
timed, to prevent a crush, at intervals of 
twenty-five minutes—haif of the crowd to en- 
ter by the grand vestibule and the other half 
by the Pavillon de Fiore. 

Our resplendent Cent-gardes, that unique 
bodyguard which was a special feature of the 
Tuileries during the Second Empire, were 
lining the way in the grand vestibule. and 
staircases, motionless, like statues. Puactu- 
ally at 10:30 the crowned heads arrived and 
po one who witnessed the sight will ever for- 
get it. There were gathered inost of the poten- 
tates of the civilized world, ruling near and 
far over one-fourth of the surface of the earth. 
. The bail was opened bya quadrille d’hon- 
neur, which was known afterward as the quad- 
rille of the nations. The first set was com- 
— of three Emperors, two Empresses, one 

ing, and two Queens, while the other three 
were formed of the other Kings, Queens, 
Grand Dukes, Archduchesses, Princes, 
Princesses, making the most extraordinary 
before in 
any court in Christendom. 

Conducted by the Empre«s, 

The Empress Eugénie, exquisitely attired, 
attructed considerable attention by her un- 
usual grace and the masterly way in which 
she conducted this quadrille, which had been 
arranged at her instance. Then at the zenith 
of her beauty she danced with that peculiur 
gruce and dignity of the Spanish grandee. 
After this quadrille, which was a mere intro- 
duction to the ſete, the crowned guests retired 
to the apartments of the Empress, where an 
exquisite supper was served at midnight, pre- 
ceded by the reception of a few . 
personages, as Ambassadors and ir wives 
and the ladies of the court. It was 
about the time when the cotillon 
came into vogue, and after the supper this fa- 
vorite but rather intricate dance was spirited- 
ly conducted by four young gentlemen 
of the court to the intense delight of the danc- 
ers, and also of those stundmg in the gulier- 
ies. For a little while the select party of the 
Empress came and looked upon the brilliant 
ecene from a reserve tribune. 

The ball lasted up to the small hours of the 
morning and ended without a single accident 
to mar its gayety ora single indiscretion to 
disgrace its dignity. I am perforce obl ged 
to enter upon that undignified detail, such ex- 
traordinary things have been written upon 
the festivities of the Tuileries since the days 
(1866) when Rochefort was editing the Lan- 
terne at Brussels up to the present time, which 
seems to witness a new outbreak of bitter in- 
vectives and falsehoods! 

Limited by space, I cannot give even a 
short description of ail the other festivities 
which followed in quick suecession, Never- 
theless it is impossible to omit two very brill- 
iant balls given outside of the Tuileries, one 
at the navy: by Admiral Rigauld de Genouilly, 
then Minister of the Navy and Colonies, and 
the other at the Hotel de Ville (City Hal!) by 
the City of Paris on the occasion of the Em- 
press’ birthday. 

The ball at the navy was assuredly the most 
original entertainment of the year 1887. It 
cost an enormous sum of money and nearly 
ruined finaacially the gallant Admiral. It was 
a very elaborate and complex affair—a bull on 
a huge scale—preceded by an extraordinary 
procession, representing graphicaily the life 
and customs of the five parts of the world, fol- 
lowed by several tableaux-vivants upon mytho- 
logical or historical subjects. The procession 
was extremeiy realistic, comprising men and 
animals, vehicles, utensils, arms, costumes, 
and products from all the accessible parts of 
the world. Africa and Asia were more es- 
pecially beautifully illustrated. I remember 
u caravan crossing the desert, which was ab. 
solutely faultless in all the minuteness of de- 


Too Faithfal to Mythology. 


The tabieaux-vivants were acted by ladies 
and gentiemen of the court. and unfortunate- 
ly also this evening by a few priv.leged persons 
{from the outside, notably two foreign Prin- 
cesses who were as much mixed with the life 
of the Tuileries as the inmates of the palace 
themselves. The third tableau, Which was 
upon a mythological .subject—the return of 
Diana from the woods—gave rise toa re- 
gretted incident.

The noble hearted MacMahon was the first 
tospeak: “I have no voice in the matter,“ 
said he, but surely it will be charitable, and 
even politic, to be silent until this evening 
over this affair.“ The Duke de Persigny 
yielded also, and it was soon agreed that not 
a word wouid be said about it until 6 o’clock, 
and that, in case of displeasure, I should bear

I tolded the paper and carefully stowed it

Vive l'Im- 
peratrice!“ And amid the distant roaring of 
the Hotel des Invalides’ guns the resplendent 
party left for the Exposition, the multitude 
frantically cheering all the way, Vive i’Em- 
pereur! Vive l’Imperatrice!’’ 


Kind Word: from the Emperor. 


I never saw the Emperor so alert as during 
this long ceremony of the distribution of the 
rrizes, accompanying each medal, each 
diploma, each cross with a good word or a 
pleasant smile, occasionally with hearty 
thanks. Many crosses of the estan of Honor 
which were not on the program were dis- 
tributed at the last moment to some deserv- 
ing individuals, in many instances to some of 
the humblest toilers who had helped to build 
the surrounding marvels, and he only stopped 
giving when he had nothing more to give. 

An incident happened at the very moment 
we were leaving the main buildmg of the Ex- 
position. Behind the quintuple line of sol- 
diers r a living wall on both sides of 
the way we heard a woman’s voice ringi 
clear, but full of anguish.

Looking around his gaze met my eyes, and 
with a gesture of the hand he said. eo 
See about it, and let justice be done. can- 
not refuse anything today!“ 

With the help ot three officers of the guard 
and two of our detectives I found it difficult to 
pass through such compact masses of human- 
ty, and came to the spot to find the unfortunate 
creature already in the hands of the minions of 
the Prefecture, who were handling her in that 
rough and disreputable fashion which seems 
to have characterized the French police 
from time immemorial. had her in- 
stantly released, and severely admon- 
ished the ruffians for their brutality, 
and, after securing her name and ad. 
dress, left her in charge of one of the officers 
with instructions to have her brought over to 
the palace the following morning at 9 o’clock. 
And prompt justice was done. Some rascals 
were severely chastised for the eruel wrongs 
inflicted upon the helpless woman, and by 
order of the Emperor the Imperial Exchequer 
paid her immediately 10,000 francs, and she 
was provided besides with a lucrative * bu.

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FROM THE MAST OF A STEAMSHIP. 
How a Camera Looked Down the Fun 
of an Ocean Liner. 

Looking down the funnel” is an expe- 
rience which few transatlantic passengers 
enjoy. Perhaps they would not enjoy it even 
if they were given the privilege of climbing 
the slender masts of an ocean steamship 
making twenty miles an hour. Sailors race 
up and down the rope ladders for an after- 


breakfast constitutional and carry a bucket of 
tar along to add to their exercise when they 
have reached the top. It is easy enough for 
them, but if a land lubber should try it the 
chances are he would take an involuntary 
bath in nature’s great swimming pool. A party 
of Chicago folks who recently made a trip 
across on the Servia had asa part of their 
baggage a band camera, and after making ex- 
posures on the various parts of the ship they 
thought the series of pictures would be incom- 
lete without a snap-shot from aloft. The 
aptain’s permission was first secured, and 
then a sailor was pressed into service. The 
mechanism of the camera was shown him, 
and he was told how to make the exposure. 
With the camera slung over his shoulder he 
climbed the mainmast to the highest point, 
and then, waiting for a period of Comparative 
calm, he pressed the button with the lens 
pointed toward the bow of the boat, Another 
exposure was made toward the stern of the 
ship and the camera was returned tb its own- 
ers, Theresult was awaited with some mis- 
giving. but the pictures more than justified 
the expectations. Here are the two pictures, 
Prabably there are no counterparts in exist- 
ence which show so well the contour of an 
ocean liner under full head in mid-vcean as 
viewed from the cross-trees of a mainmast. 

A fast-going passenger ship of modern build 
is narrow and long, it is designed to cleave 
the water like a knife and to offer as little re- 
sistance as pussibie to the water. One loses 
the comparative dimensions of a ship viewing 
it from on deck, as the width seems greater 
in comparison by reason of the length be 
broken by cabins, funnels, ventilators, life-

boats, and the various fittmgs which clutter 
the hurricane deck. Viewea from aloft the 
dimensions are better seen than from any 
other point. The shape is seen to be some- 
what after that ofa well-shaped cigar with 
the top sliced off, The spray which is flung 
high in the air by the razor-like prow of the 
boat looks like frosting ona cake and the 
water boils in troubled fashion where it pours 
into the wake of the receding ship. Thesiight 
motion of the deck as the boat rolls in 
a gentle swell is accentuated at the 
crosstrees, until an unskillful person would 
be in danger of fallinginto the water a long 
way below. Whenastorm sweeps unbroken 
across the ocean and the ship is tossed like a 
cockle shell, then is the duty of the sailor one 
of danger and excitement. The motion of 
the boat, so severe at times as to make move- 
ment on deck a danger, becomes so great on 
the mast tops as to make the rigging and the 
timber of tho masts strain and snap and cut 
the air like a wnip. Often the watch must tie 
himself to the mast, so if a slip should cause 
him to lose his precarious hold the ropes 
would save him from a fall and a grave with 
the fishes. On moonlight nights the sight 
from a masthead is beautiful. When the day 
is calm the view is much better, too, than 
from the deck. Where passengers see only 
the top rigging of a boat in the distance the 
sailor from his lofty position can see the entire 
boat. There is no joy so keen to the sailor as 
an houron the crosstrees when the day or 
night is fine. The reader may see part of the 
panorama of liwitless waste which unrolls 
before his eyes, which is relieved only bya 
distant sail perhaps and by the life which lies 
at his feet. Besides it is safer to look at these 
pictures than to view the reality.

he would write a biography of 

Daniel O'Connell and leave it as 

a crowning benefit of the many 
he has done for the Irish people? This oc. 
eurred to me ou reading the sketch of the 
Liberator in the forty-first volume of the 
Dictionary of National Biography (Nic— 
O’Du), just issued by Macmillan & Co. 
The biography of Mr. Robert Dunlop takes 
up eighteen double column folio pages; but 
of course it is not moralised, being a dry 
and careful chronicle of facts. One finds it 
in tone far more just to O'Connell than one 
could expect, considering its source; indeed, 
it seemed to take no little color from ag arti- 
cle published by Mr. Gladstone in 
the Nineteenth Century in 1889, 
the occasion being a review of 
“The Correspondence of Daniel O'Connell,“ 
compiled by W. J. Fitzpatrick (Longmans, 
Green & Co.). It was a frank and luminous 
article, warm with sympathy for its subject, 
and it would serve asa scaffolding for an ad- 
mirable biography. Mr. Gladstone then said: 
“Those who knowonly the hearty good will 
of millions upon millions of the English people 
towards Ireland at this moment can have but 
a faint conception of the fearfully, wide range 
of mere prejudice against O'Connell half a 
century ago, This aversion exhibited the 
hatred which nations feel towards those whom 
they ha ve injured”’: 

My own delinquencies in this sphere I think 
cannot be stated more strongly than in these 
words: I voted steadily with the opposition on 
Irish questions in the Melbourne period, and I 
had entered the Cabinet of Sir Robert Peel in 
1843 when the prosecution of the Liberator in

Kor myself. Iwas not blind to his greatness. 

Almost from the opening of my parliamentary 
life I telt that he was the greatest popular leader 
whom the world had ever seen. Nevertheless 1

The only Irishman he 
can be compared with was Eimund Burke, 
who was greater in the world of thought, 
but far his inferior in the world of action.’ 
Mr. Gladstone coins ethnagogue instead 
of demagogue to describe O’Connell, saying 
that he led a nation, though a nation minus 
its dissentients, against conquerors wha were 
never expelled but never domesticated ”’: 
For a parallel we cannot take Kossuth or Maz- 
sini, who are small beside him. We must as- 
cend more neariy to the level of the great Ca- 
your, and there still remains this wide ‘difference 
between them, that work of Cavour was 
work in the Cabinet and Parliament alone, 
while O'Connell not only devised and regulated 
all interior counsels, but had also the actual 
handling all along of his own raw material, 
is to say of the people; and so handled them by 
direct personal agency that he brought them to a 
state of discipline unequaied in the history of 
the world. 

The idea that contrulled Daniel O’Connell’s 
life, according to Mr. Gladstone, was the 
restoration of public life to his country which 
was paralyzed by the act of union. The same 
idea was late in life espoused by Mr. Glad- 
stone himself, and was pushed far by him on 
the road to realization. 

O'Connell was an [rishman, but he also was a 
cosmopolite. I remember, rsonally, how in 
the first session of my Parliamentary life he 
poured out his wit, his pathos, and his earnest- 
hess in the cause of negro emancipation.” 

Mr. Gladstone testifies that he was a Liberal 
in the broad sense of having voted for all 
measures that tended within the political 
sphere to advance human happiness and free- 


dom.

Compared with Mr. Gladstone's essay the 
essay which will-henceforth serve the English- 
speaking world in the Dictionary of National 
Biography is a collection of dry bones. 

„Daniel O'Connell, politician, eldest son 
of Morgan O'Connell of Carhen House, Ca- 
hirciveen, County Kerry, the scion of an an- 
cient but historically insignificant house, and 
Catharine, daughter of John O’Mullane of 
Whitechurch, County Cork, was born at Car- 
hen House Aug. 6, 1775.“ Thus the ac- 
count opens; but one will not attempt to fol- 
whe the biographer through the school days of 

is subject and through the details of his 
tormy after life of agitation. Trinity Col- 
@ was, of course, closed to O' Con- 
nell because he was a Roman Catho- 
lic, and in 1791 he vas sent to 
the English college at St. Omer. While there 
he produced a favorable impression on the 
principal of the college, Dr. Gregory Staple- 
ton, who predicted a great future for him. 
He returned to England in 1793 not without 
dome personal experience of the excesses of 
the French revolutionists, and of the passion- 
ate hatred of the peasantry towards the relig- 
fous orders, which made a deep impression 
on O’Connell’s mind, and made him, as he 
declared with more truth than he was per- 
pape conscious of, almost a Tory at heart. 

e spent two terms at Lincoln’s and 
Gray’s Inns respectively in London, 
and going to Ireland in 1796 was called to 
the Irish bar in 1798, bemg one of the first 
Irish Catholics to reap the benefit of the 
Catholic relief act of 1793. Mr. Dunlop 
represents him at this time as deprecating the 
revolutionary politics of the United Irishmen 
and as expressing the opinion on the arrival 
ofthe French fleet in Bantry Bay in 1796 
“ that the Irish were not yet sufficiently en- 
lightened’ to bear the sun of freedom. The 
excesses he had seen in France had no doubt 
colored his judgment. 

After the outbreak of the rebellion Dublin 
was no safe place fora man of O’Connell’s 
moderate views, and he took the first oppor- 
tunity to return to Carhen. He shortly aiter- 
ward joined the Munster circuit, where his 
good humor and wit made him from the first 
a universal favokite. His fee book shows an 
income of £60 for the first year, rising to 
£420 in the second, to £1,077 in 1806, and 
to £3,808 in 1814. In 1828, though wear- 
ing a stiff gown and belongmg to the outer 
bar, his professional emoluments exceeded 
£8,000. He continued to go circuit for 
twenty-three years, but subsequently only 
went fora special fee, when his Visits were 
made the occasion of public rejoicings. 

In 1800 O'Connell made his tirst public 

h at a meeting of Catholics in the Royal 
xchange, Dublin, convened to protest 
against the act of union, and to repudiate 
the insinuation that the Catholics regarded it 
‘with favor. He argued in favor of subor- 
dinating purely religious questions to those 
of national importance; and in after years, 
when agitating for the repeal of the union, 
he regarded it as a curious fact that all the 
principies of his subsequent political life were 
contained in his first speech. 

In 1802 he married at Dublin his cousin 
Mary, daughter of Dr. O'Connell of Tralee. 
It was a love match. His wife had no fortune, 
tnd O'Connell was for some time apprehen- 
sive that his uncle (who had defrayed the ex- 
2 of his education) would disinherit 

m. His fears in this respect were not 


realised, and O'Connell had every reason to

O’Connell’s duel with D’Esterre was still 
fresh when he became involved in an affair of 
honor with Peel, who at that time filled the 
post of Irish Secretary, O'Connell on this 
occasion admitted that he had spoken ‘under 
a misapprehension, and he tendered a fuil 
apology to Peei, acknowledging himself to 
have been originally in the wrong. It strikes 
one that the apology to Peel required u higher 
sort of courage than that which faced and 
killed D’Esterre—namely: moral courage. 

This was in 1825. Ten years afterward 
O'Connetl fell foul of Benjamin Disraeli, who 
had eome time previously solicited his as- 
sistance as Radical candidate for Wickham, 
but who afterward, as Conservative candidate 
for Taunton, spoke of him a; an “incendiary.” 
O'Connell retorted by calling Disraeli ‘a 
disgrace to his species” and “ heir- 
at-law to impehitent thief who 
died upon the cross,” 0 Failing to obtain 
satisfaction from Connell Disraeli 
sent a chailenge to Morgan (O'Connell's son) 
which the latter repudi The barbarism 
of dusling for itself gn O’Connell’s mind 
and he nad the co e 4 his later as he had 
of his earlier convictions. Indeed, he resolved 
never to fight a duel after he killed DES. 
terre; but that fact is not mentioned in this 
biograrhy.

In 1823 O'Connell proposed the Catholic 
Association, which was intended to deai with 
practical questions ina practical way. The 
clergy joined it as they recently did the Land 
League, establishing a branch in every parish 
in Ireland. The next year O'Connell was 
prosecuted on a charge of inciting to rebel- 
lion; but he disclaimed, and with justice, the 
construction that had been placed upon his 
words. The notion of arraying a barefooted, 
turbulent, undisciplined peasantry against 
the marshaled troops of the empire he scouted 
as only worthy of a doting driveier. It is un- 
necessary to review his work which led up to 
the passage of the Catholic relief bill; it may 
be summarized in two words, agitation 
and organization. He formed a new Cath- 
colic association when it became necessary; 
he founded also his order of Liberutors— 
whence his title of the Liberator ’’—to which 
every man who had performed one real act of 
service to Ireland was entitled to belong. The 
object of the latter society was especially to 
conciliate Irishmen of all classes and creeds. 
His contest of Clare is described when as a 
Catholic it wag assumed that he was legally 
debarred from sitting in Parliament; also, 
his speech from the bar of the House of Com- 
mons and his unopposed reélection. 

He was now at the height of his popularity. 
He had long been the dominant factor in Irish 
political life. In England his utterances at- 
tracted as much attention as those of the Prime 
Minister himself, while his agitation of the 
Catholic question had made his name familiar 
in countries which usually paid no atention 
to English litics. But his enemies 
were not spa in their denunciations of 
him. Writing at this period with special 
reference to the London Times, to which his epi- 
thet, the venal lady of the Strand, had given 
mortal offense, and which subsequently pub- 
lished 800 leading articles against him, he said: 
“TIT do not remember any period of my life in 
which so much and so varied pains were taken to 
calumniate me; and I really think there never 
was any period of that life in which the pretext 
for abusing me was so trivial.” 

O'Connell had now, he declaréd, three ob- 
jects in view—to relieve Ireland of the Angle. 
sey government, to obtain the extinction of 
tithes, and to obtain the tranquil and peuce- 
able repeal of the union. In the autumn of 
1838 he started for Irish objects a Precursor 
Society. The objects were: Complete corporate 
reform in Ireland, extension of the Irish 
suffrage, total extinction of compulsory 
chu support, and adequate repre. 
sentation of the country in Parliament. 
In explanation of the name he said: The 
Precursors may justice to Ireland 
from the united Parliament and the conse- 
quent dispensing with repeal agitation, and 
will, shall, and must precede repeai agitation 
if justice be refused. The movement was 
not very successful, and in anticipation of the 
Melbourne administration he, in 1840, 
founded the Repeal Association. The associa- 
tion was modeled on the lines of 
the old Catholic association. The 
circle of agitation gradually widened 
©’Connell was elected Lerd Mayor of Dublin 
under the new act, being the first Cutholic 
that had occupied the position since the reign 
of James II. He was impartial,.and was the 
means of mak an arrangement by which 
Catholics “Protestants were to hold the 
chair alternately. The present biographer 
gives O'Connell great credit for preventing 
the Clontarf mass-meeting in 1843, when 
there was a revival of the agitation for 
repeal, “The meeting was proclaimed, 
writes Mr. Dunlop, and all the approaches 
to Clontorf occupied by the military.

But religion was to him always more than 
theology, and he carried with him in all his 
relations of life a consciousness of the 
divine presence, A sincere Roman Cath- 
olic from choice and conviction he was 
tolerant of every form of religious belief. In 
general literature he was not particularly well 
read, His knowledge of history, even of his 
own country, Was extremely defective. Ofa 
naturally gay and boisterous disposition, he 
possessed an inexhaustible fund of good 
humor and mother wit. He spoke his mind 
freely on all subjects, and loved and hated 
with equal cordiality. In his married life he 
was very happy, and his letters to his wife re- 
veal a tenderness and love that are at times 
extremely touching. 


O’Connell wasan able and conscientious 
lawyer. His knowledge of the Irish language 
and Irish nature gave him a unique position 
in criminal causes, and in cross-examination 
he was without a rival. Denied the privileges 
and responsibilities of constructive states- 


+} manship he nevertheless, possessed ali the ele- 


ments that go to make a statesman, and his 
appreciation of the relative importance of the 
means to the end rendered him impatienbalike 
of coercion and of the doctrinaire schemes of 
the Young Ireland party. The bent of his 
mind was essentially practical. As an orator 
he held a high though not the highest place 
in Parliament, Gifted by nature with a fine 
ear and a sweet, sonorous voice, he spoke 
easily, unaffectedly, and fluently. He was a 
ready debater and was at his best when least 
prepared. But unless strongly moved by in- 
dignation he seldum indulged in flights of 
rhetoric such as his friend Sheii delighted in. 
Outside Parliament, when addressing an 
open air meeting of his countrymen, he 
reigned supreme and by the simple magic of 
his eloquence played at will upon the passions 
of his audience, stirring them as he pleased to 
indignation or to pity, to laughter or to tears. 
In his hands the system of agitation by mass- 
meetmgs reached a perfection it never at- 
tained before or since. Knowing the value of 
order and sobriety he gave every au rt to 
the temperance movement of Father Mathew, 
and he boasted, not without reason, that not 
a singie act of disorder marred the splendor 
of the magnificent demonstration at Tura. 
Mr. Robert Dunlop in the present article 
says that O’Connell’s position in history is 
unique. Few vuther men have possessed his 
personal influence, and no other man has 
used such influence with greater moderation 
or self-abnegation. The statute book con- 
tains little evidence of his influence in his 
lifetime, but he recreated national feeling in 
Ireland, and, as long as his physical vigor 
was maintained, kept alive among his coun- 
trymen faith in the efficacy of constitutional 
agitation.

ITS MIGHTY RULER. 
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HENRY JAMES OOMES TO GRIEF BE- 
FORE A LONDON AUDIENGE,

It Awaited the End of “Guy Domville,” 
and Then Called James and George Al- 
exander, the Principal Actor, Before 
the Curtain and Heaped Abuse on 
Them<—Some Comment of the Press on 
the Incideot=Fallure of Oscar Wilde’s 
Comedy, “Au Ideal Husband.” 

Mr, Henry James certainly came to grief 
in his beloved London according to the ac- 
counts in the British papers about the recep. 
tion of bis play, Guy Domville,“ at the St. 
James’ Theater. The audience, it appeared, 
waited till the end of the performance before 
manifesting its intense disgust; It then 
called for George Alexander, who was at once 
the manager and principal actor, and Mr. 
James, who was the author. The two came 
before the curtain together, suspecting the 
fate that awaited them, but ready to stand it. 
Then pandemonium broke loose. The ap- 
plauding audience was transformed in 
a second into u howling mob, uttering cat 
calls and all manners of opprobrious noises, 
heaping all imaginable insults on the two 
helpless men on the boards. Mr. Alexander 
bowed and took his medicine in abject abase. 
ment, Mr. James had nothing to say, but he 
must have done considerable thinking. He 
must ha ve thought among other things that 
this was a fitting reward for his lifelong ob- 
sequibusness to the English—for expatriating 
himself, and for making himself a chronicler 
in fietion of the petty gossip of English 
fashionable circies. e must have recog- 
nized also that the middie class of En- 
land, which expressed itself from the 
pit, ig in brutality many degrees inferior to 
the corresponding masses of America. He 
must ha ve thought also of the fabled fair 
play ok the English which should read thus: 
“Pair play to Englishmen—and to no one 
else.“ The English papers are of course 
ashamed of the outbreak of barbarism and 
some try to find excuses for it. One of them 
says that the admirers of Alexander and 
James were unwise in calling the two before 
the curtain. This is just where the ineffable 
meanness of the proceeding came in. It was 
the treacherous enemies of these men who ap- 

lauded till their victims came out and then 
pissed and hooted them. Says the Athenceum; 

That the reception accorded Mr. Henry James 
by the first uigbt audience was deplorable is not 
to be denied. It is nothing short of an outrage 
to treat as a criminal a man of letters, a stranger 
in our midst, whose only offense is having writ- 
ten a play which failed to please. From no point 
of view, moreover, can the utterance of noises so 
hideous be defended. 

There is every reason to believe that the 
hostile demonstration was carefully planned 
and carried out. Shortiy before the play was 
tried the Saturday Review, in a notice of Mr. 
James’ published dramas, ‘* The Reprobate ”’ 
and The Album, said: But we should 
be sorry to ‘ break a butterfly upon the wheel; 
besides, we are a little cheered in considering 
these plays at the thought that the time 
spent over them by Mr. Henry James might 
have been devoted to the writing of stories 
about nothing in extreme detail and ela bo- 
rately tortured English, and that it might 
then have been our painful duty to read 
them.”’ 

Several of the papers say that Guy Dom- 
viile has many high merits that called for 
more consideration from the British public. 
Mr. Clement Scott, who has traveled in Amer- 
ica and has had a chance to compare our 
audiences with England's, says this among 
other things in his notice in the Daily Tele- 
graph: 

Because a few individuals think and say openly 
that they have wasted a Saturday evening, surely 
Mr. Alexande actor, sound manager 
good fellow in every sense of the word—shoui 
not be compelled. after a 1 •1 performance 
to bow his head and break his heart; nor shoul 
an American gentieman so distinguished as Mr. 
Henry James retire regretfully from the stage he 
evidently loves and wonder at the manners of this 
strange people in whose hospitable tents he has 
made his home. In — Seg the great country not 
always highly praised for its grace of courtesy 
and manner, they do not, as we bave repeatedly 
urged, call out an unsuccessful author to hiss 
him. They fold their tents, like the Arabs, and 
silently steal away. If they have lost an even- 
ing they philosophically put up with the mis- 
fortune and the spent dollar. But it should not 
surely be the policy of an English audience to 
discourage and dishearten one of the most gifted 
of Ameriean novelists who as yet has not quite 
mastered stage effect. 


* 

Could it have been that the religious color- 
ing of Guy Domville haa operated as a red 
rag to the bull of English prejudice? Says 
one of the critics in his analysis of Mr. James’ 
work: He has selected in the present in- 
stance a pretty and simple story which he has 
placed in a stirring epoch, 1780, the year of 
the Gordon riots. His characters are Roman 
Catholics, and the plot deals with the tempo- 
rary abandonment and ultimate resumption, 
by one of them, of a design of entering the 
priesthood, The last member of a noble 
house, Guy Domville finds his duty 

his inclination in accord when 
he goes into the world to marry 
and beget Catholic descendants. The Church 
of Rome hag a full sense of the value of 
secular service, and one of the most distin- 
guished of her children has, it is said, been 
induced, at the bidding of tne highest powers, 
reluctantly to substitute service in the world 
for the priestiy mission on which his heart 
was fixed. Guy Domville's experience of 
mundane affairs isshort and disappointing. 
The girl he is to marry loves another, 
to whom he resigns her, and those 
whom he has regarded as benefactors prove 
to be mercenary, treacherous, and vile. Too 
quickly despairing, he shuts his eyes to the 
moral beauty of others around him and the 
womanly love which envelo and conse- 
crates him, and he retires to Douaiy to fulfill 
his original mission.“ The ending is sad, and 
was therefore a shock to Philistine London, 
which demands happy endings. It is to be 
regretted when a man of brains is discour- 
aged from writing for the stage; for there are 
too many carpenters now wielding the play- 
wright’s pen both in England and America. 
At the same time there is an element of poet- 
ical justice in Mr. James’ terrible castigation.

That Mr. Oscar Wilde’s third comedy, An 
Ideal Husband,”’ should: fail at the London 
Haymarket was not a surprise. The author 
had enjoyed two successes in Lady Winder- 
mere’s Fan and A Woman of No Impor- 
tance.” The English critics assume that per- 
bape the relative inferiority of An Ideal 
Hus band is due, to some extent, to change 
of method. Lady Windermere’s Fan and 
„A Woman of No Importance were in. 
genious plays of character—perhaps not hu- 
man, but Wilde character—with stagey scenes 
rather 2 handled to give movement to 
them. An Ideal Husband is a mere play 
of intrigue. One could believe easily that it 
was written by a disciple of Mr. Wilde, 
who had been studying, insufficiently, 
the school of Scribe, as well as the joke- 
manufacturing process of the famous pseudo- 
epigrammatist.
